NEW YORK. July 5(AP;| —Hie longest 
total edipse of the moon sin» 1 8S9 will ^e 
place early Tuesday morning. 

Hie eclipse, visil^ in the lug^U will bccar 
when the earth’s orbit takes it between die 
moon and the sun. whose reflected li^t 
causes the moon to ’*shioe.” 

The moon will move into the earth’s 
penumbra, orlighter area of shadow, at i 622 
G^t Earth wiO begin to cast its darker 
shadow, or umbra, on the moon at 1533 
GMT and will totally eclipse the moon for an 
hour and 46 minutes, 0638 to 0824 
GMT. 

Scientists say the eepHse will be so long 
because the moon is at the most distant point 
it ever rsacbes in its orbit around the earth. 
The farther the moon is from the earth, tiie 
longer it takes to pass-through the earth’s 
shadow. 

The long duration of the ecBpse also is due 
to the feet that the moon mD passthrough the 
center of the earth’s shadow. Usually, it pas- 
ses through the smaller areas of shadow 
above or below the center.

Miguel wins Mexican poll 


MEXICO CITY, July 5 (AP) — Govern- 
ment party candidate Miguel de la Madrid 
Hurtado was elected president of Mexico, tie 
interiox ministry announced Monday. Oppos- 
ttiorl piirties said they did not dispute the 
'vVeiOT]^ tint complained of isolated 
inegiilarities at the polls. 

" We can announce that Miguel de la Mad- 
rid took a lead over the other candidates in 
such a way as we are certain that he has 
obtained a majority by a wide margin,” said 
Enrique Olivares Santana, the ministry' s sec- 
retary. 

The opposition cited reports of stuffed bal- 
lot boxes and election violence, including tbe. 
alleged kidnapping of four poll watchers and 
tbe shooting of another. But none disputed 
the ruling party’s victory in Sunday’s election. 

"These violations were not particularly 
grave because they were isolated,” said Jose 
Minoodo Gaiflas, the oppositiou national 
action party's representative on the national 
electoral commission. 

"The election was not a force,” said Carlos 
Sanchez Cardenes, the Socialist coalitioo's 
commission delegate. "It was a serious and' 
important step toward a more democratic 
system.” 

De la Madrid said in a televised statement 
issued shortly after his victory was announced 
that "the overwhelming majority of voters 
demonstrated their decision to fortify democ- 
racy.” He said the turnout was abundant and 


tbe election "peaceful and clean." 

De la Madrid, a 47-yeai-old financial 
expert who holds' a masters degree from Har- 
vard University, and candidate of the ruling 
Institutional Revolutionary Pariy. Is 

essentially a technocrat who has emerged 
successfully from Mexico's bureaucratic 
labyrinth. 

He is a close friend of outgoing President 
Jose Lopez Portillo, a considerable advan- 
tage under tbe unique Mexican political sys- 
tem which bestows near-dictatorial powers 
on the head of state, including the unwritten 
privilege of choosing a successor. 

Mexico, while technicaUy a democracy, is 
effectively a one-party state, and tbe PRFs 
endorsement of de la Madrid guaranteed his 
triumph despite bis lack of political experi- 
ence. 

The anflounceminr of bis candidacy last 
September sparked murmurs of discontent 
within the PRFs powerful labor sector which 
would have prefened a more overt ’ politico' 
as tbe next president. 

Diplomats and political analysts said de la 
Madrid, a former chief of foreign credit and 
planning and budget minister, was likely to be 
a more conservative president than Lopez 
Portillo. 

*'De la Madrid is a financial conservative 
by training and we can look for less emphasis 
on economic growth and more on lowering 
infiatioB and balancing the budget," one dip- 
lomat said. 


Argentina vows to revamp defense 


BUENOS AIRES, July 5 (AP) — Argen- 
tina’s military leaders came under public fire 
Sunday for tbeir role in tbe Falkland Islands 
war and the army commander said his troops 
wifi use tbeir experience in the conflict to 
overhaul everything from doctri to 
weapons. 

Major Buenos Aires newspapers Sunday 
published an Interview with Ernesto Sabato, 
one of Latin America's best known authors, 
who said the Falklands disaster was tbe 
"result of improvisation" and "revealed that 
our mniiary men arc not even fit to wage 
war." 

Sabato, an Argentine physicist turned 
Doveb'st and frequent critic of the country’s 
six-year-old military government, called for 
punishment of those responsible for the 
"deaths, amputations and disappearances" 
during the conflict. 

Argentina's three armed forces have ack- 


nowledged that at least 645 men were killed 
or are missing as a result of tbe 74-day unde- 
clared war that ended June 14 with tbe sur- 
tender of Argentine forces to the British at 
tbe Island capital of Fort Stanley. No overaU 
figure has been been given on tbe number of 
wounded, but the Army has acknowledged 
1,105 "wounded and ifl.” 

Sabaio, in an interview originaDy pu^ 
listed hy the newspaper Let Nueva Pmrineia 
of Bahia Blanca, about 700 kilometers south 
of Buenos Aires, called for a quick return to 
democracy and said ibe next government 
must "be courageous enough to make tbe 
guilty pay for tbeir feults^’ in the islands con- 
flict and hi running tbe country. 

In London, British officials said interna- 
tional repercussions from the Falklands war 
are likely to be more limited than was pre- 
dicied at the height of the campaign. 


Britons reel under impact of strike 


LONDON, July 5 (AP) — Hundreds of 
thousands of British commuters sought alter- 
native ttansportation Monday, the second 
day of a nationwide strike by train drivers 
against new flexible work schedules. 

Roads inta major cities were choked with 
cars as tbe strike began to bite. After Sunday 
services were crippled on tbe first day of the 
strike, the state-run British Rail Board said it 
wiO wait to see if enough drivers go to work to 
provide a skeleton service or whether opera- 
tions must be shut down completely. 

The railways were struck again only four 
days after a iwo-day strike last week by a rival 
union over a pay dispute. 

Transport Minister David Howell 
denounced the new strike as " immensely 
damaging" to the future of the railways, 
alKady slated to lose $ 240 million this year, 
but saidte wiH not intervene in the dispute. 

Some trains rain Sunday over the 
81, 000-mile network operated by drivers 


who don't agree wHb tbeh leaders' strike call 
or by drivers of a rival union. British trains 
carry two million passengers a day, including 
some 400,000 commuters to London. 

Tbe strikers belong to tbe Associated Soci- 
ety of Locomotive Engineers and Firemen 
(ASLEF), whose executive ordered the 
walkout agamsl the imposition by tbe rail 
board of new flexible work shifts of seven to 
nine hours. 

Tbe fewer than 2,000 drivers in the 
177,000-fnember National Union of Rail- 
waymen, which has accepted the new 
schedules, are divided over the ASLEF 
strike. Some refuse to cross ASLEF picket 
lines while others ignore them. The strike was 
denounced by *' Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher, who told Conservative Party fol- 
lowers Saturday tbe train drivers should rec- 
ognize tbe new spirit generated by the Falk- 
lands victory.

Giant icecream plant starts trial run 
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JEDDAH. July 5 — A new icecream plant 
with a daily production capacity of 30 tons, 
claimed to have the highest capacity in (be 
Middle East, is going on stream shortly in 
Jeddah. Fully Saudi-owned, the plant has 
already commenced trial production. 

The company known as the Bakhsh Dairy, 
Icecream and Juices Factory, is an extension 
to the existing Bakhsh Dairy situated at 
Madinah Road Kilo 6. and the total invest- 
ment now will go up to SR7S million frocn 
SR58 million earlier, said Company Chair- 
man Abdul Rahman Bakhsh. 

Its new machinery has a capacity to pro- 
duce 4,000 liters of icecream; 1 8.000 units of 
stick lines such as ice lollies and choc ices; 
1,200 cups; and 8.000 cones per hour. The 
company is also installing two Swedish 
machines for UHT and flavored milk each 
with a capacity of 4. 5 tons an hour, which are 
expected to he commissioned by end 1982. 

He told Arab News that with the commis- 
sioning of this plant, the total supply of milk 
and milk products in the Western Region will 
go up considerably, 400 tons at around a day. 
His plant will produce about 200 tons of fresh 
milk, UHT milk, yogurt, laban. cheese and 
icecream. 

The company plans to produce special 
types of icecreams with fruits with the help of 
latest machines and technology. It does not 
have any overseas financial partners, but its 
Production Manager Patrick J. Cleary, who 
has nearly 25 years experience in this field, 
will look after the entire operation. He was 
WToking with Walls (Lever Brothers), one of 
the biggest icecreum manufocturers in the

The company has brought machinery from 
Denmark, Sweden and Germany and raw 
materials such as milk powder from Belgium, 
butter fat from Holland, stabilfrei and other 
products from Denmark and Norway, it has 
two technicians, one each from England and 
Denmark. "We are making fruit icecream, 
which no one here makes and will reach full 
capacity within a month of start up.” said 
Production Manager Clery. 

Bakhsh has a very ambitious plan for mar- 
keting his production. Agents have been 
appointed in Riyadh. Abha and Kbomiss 
Mussiat, while for Makkah, Madinah, 
Yanbu, Taif and Jeddah marketing will be 


done without any agency. In Riyadh alone, it 
will be sold through 52 supermarkets and 
over 400 other smaller shops. 

Similar arrangements have been made to 
market products through supermarkets and 
sales outlets iu Jeddah, Taif, Makkah and 
Madinah. He has his own fleet of transport to 
deliver the expected daily total production of 
all milk items. It consists of two refrigerated 
trailers and 57 refrigerated vans, while 10 
more such new vans are coming, according to 
Bakhsh. 

Bakhsh is very confident of marketing the 
entire production, *' In season time, even one 
shop in Makkah can seU one truckload of 5 to 
7 tons daily, while the consumption in Taif 
during Ramadan is about 10 tons a day. Out 
prices are also cheaper by about 25 to 30 
percent in different varieties,” said Sheikh 
Bakhsh. 

Bakhsh had established the existing dairy 
plant in 1974, which itself was an extension of 
his dairy farm started m 1972 at Kholaiss. a 
small village about 85 kms north of Jeddah. It 
was at Kholaiss that Bakhsh sunk wells, culti- 
vated the land and band-milked the 300 
cows, which he had imported from the United 
States and Canada. At that time, the milk was 
transported to bis home town in Makkah for 
processing it into yoghurt. In 1974. the pres- 
ent factory was started with processing and 
filling machines for yoghurt and has since 
been expanded to include processing, filling 
and packaging of liquid and set yoghurt, 
laban, labnafa and white cheese, with a daily 
maximum output of 27 to 30 tons of fresh and 
recombined milk.

CAIRO. July 5 ^Agencies) — President 
Hosni Mubarak called Sunday for a “quick 
solution" to the Lebanese crisis and warned 
again that time was running out to avoid a 
bloixly showdown between Palestinians and 
Israelis. 

The government's Middle East News 
Agency said the call w as made in a message of 
President Reagan drafted during a morning 
session of the Egy'ptian National Security 
Council and delivered to U.S. Ambassador 
Alfred Atherton. 

No text of the message was made public. 
But the Egyptian agency said it learned that 
the note "affirmed The necessic>' of lifting the 
siege on the Lebanese capital and work to 
reach a quick solution of the Palestinian prob- 
lem and also impeding the deterioration of 
the situation." 

Mubarak's message, which was in response 
to a note from Reagan, followed a two-day 
session of the president's senior foreign pol- 
icy advisers and came in the wake of a new 
Franco-Egyptian proposal for solving the 
Lebanese crisis. 

Following the National Security Council 
session. Mubaraks adviser. Osama Ei-Baz. 
said the government was “keen to exert 
efforts to reach a solution as fast as possible 
because time is a very crucial element." "We 
should reach an acceptable formula in a day 
or two." he added. 

El-Baz said the government here believed 
the main goal of diplomatic efforts should be 
to lift the siege of West Beirut and prevent 
further bloodshed. 

But he avoided outlining any specific for- 
mula for deciding what to do with the 
thousands of Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion if they agreed to lay down their arms and 
leave Lennon. 

EI-Baz said the proposal for a non-military 
Palestinian govemment-in-exile to be estate 
lished in Cairo, made last month by Mubarak 
himself, was only "an idea among others for 
discussion." "Tltis is not the solution we are 
proposing to solve the current problem." he 
said. "The solution we propose for the cur- 
rent problem is preventing any invasion by 
Israeli troops of the Lebanese capital and 
enact an immediate Israeli withdrawal from 
Lebanon.'* 

Last week, the government news agency 


said the offer of a Palestinian govemment- 
in-exile still stands but implied that it should 
not include current leaders of the PLO. 
Well-informed sources also reported that the 
government was prepared to accept only a 
few dozen Palestinian officials but not 
thousands of PLO fighters. 

While speaking wi^h repi'»ners. El-Baz was 
asked whether the Egyptian government 
would accept “thousands of Palestinian war- 
riors" as political refugees." We'l! discuss this 
issue if it arises and becomes an obstacle to 
peace." he replied. 

However. Minister of State for Foreign 
Affairs Butros Ghaii. a key figure in the 
negotiations on Lebanon, said the statement 
did not reflect any change in the govern- 
ment's position and “nothing has yet been 
decided in this concern.” "The president 
announced he is ready to accept a 
govemment-in-exile." ' Ghaii told the Associ- 
ated Press. “And nothing has changed." 

In Kuwait. Salah Khaiaf. the number two 
man in the PLO. was quoted Sunday as vow- 
ing that the Palestinians would not leave 
Beirut. “The Palestinian leadership will not 
leave Beirut. This is our final decision." 
Khaiaf said in a telephone interview with the 
Kuwaiti newspaper A/ -IVoom. “Wc did our 
best to spare Beirut the dangers of invasion." 
Khaiaf said. “*rhe responsibility of bloixlshcd 
will be that of Israel, the United States. 
(Lebanese rightist militia leader Bashir) 
Gemayel and the Lebanese authority." 

In Tripoli. Libyan leader Muammar Oad- 
dafi has advised Palestinian fighters in Beirut 
to Hght to the death rather than negotiate 
indirectly with the Israeli besiegers. In a mes- 
sage to PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat. Oad- 
dafr said: “It would be shameful to give the 
enemy the right to negotiate on our existence 
in Beirut ... If we allow that, the enemy will 
have the right to pursue you to the ends of the 
earth." 

Meanwhile, two French government 
envoys had talks in Damascus Sunday with 
Syrian Minister of State for Foreign Affairs 
Farouq Al-Share on the situation in Leba- 
non. Francis Gutman, secretary-genera! of 
the French External Relations Ministry, 
arrived here earlier in the day from Beirut 
accompanied by an adviser to Foreign Minis- 
ter Claude Cheysson.

DAMASCUS. July S (R) — ASyrian gov- 
ernment committee was formed Sunday to 
find out how many displaced Lebanese and 
Palestinians have entered Syria since the 
Israeli invasion of Lebanon last month and to 
determine ways of helping them. 

An official source said the committee 
would receive relief supplies and financial 
help sent by various organizations and coun- 
tries and distribute the aid to the refugees. 
Medical and food supplies, tents and blankets 
started arriving in Damascus on their way to 
Lebanon, the source added. They were 
offered by the U.N. Relief and Works 
Agency for Palestine Refugees (UNRWA). 
British and Norwegian organizations and the 
International Cornmittee of the Red Cm^ 
(ICRC). 

An UNRWA official told reporters that 
more than 10 tnicks have left Damascus for 
Baalbeck. in the Bekaa area east of Beirut, 
with food and medicines for the refugees. 

In another development, four Israeli sol- 
diers. killed in clashes with pro-Syrian Pales- 
tinian commandos in Snu^ Lebanon, were 
buried Sunday at the Jewish cemetary. 

In Islamabad. Syria's ambassador 
Sunday met Pakistani Defense 
Minister Mir All Ahmad Khan Talpur as a 
local newspaper reported that Damascus had 
declined to 'receive a military delegation from 
Pakistan to discuss the situation in Lebanon. 

An official statement said only that 
Ambassador Sayfi Hamwi and the minister 
discussed “matters of mutual interest." A 
front page report in the daily Muslim said 
Pakistan had offered to send a militarv deleg- 
ation to "assess Syria's needs at the time of 
crisis. But Damascus was somehow unable to 
receive the delegation because of other 
commitments." the newspaper added. No 
.official confirmation of . the reptvrt was avail- 
able. , ,

Sudanese officials said Numeiri would 
travel on to Alexandria, where he planned to 
spend most of his visit.

of its food. Former President Ben Bella, w ho 
has chosen to live in exile, calls Algerian 
heavy industry “scrap iron".

With its oil due to run out by the end of the 
century. Algeria is pinning its future on its 
huge natural gas reserves and has been baitl< 
ing for two years to gel more from its Euro- 
pean and American customers by indexing ihe 
price to that of oil. When the French Socialisi 
eoveinment of President Francois Mitter- 
rand this year agreed to indexation it was 
seen as a crucial move coward the bilateral 
reconciliation which had been sought for 20 
years. 

Algeria's finances are considered by 
experts to be fairly sound. Oil and eas 
revenues will cover the import bill this year 
and its foreign debt of S20 billion in 197v is 
expected to be fully repaid by 1984 thanks ic 
strict control of foreign borrowings. 

Because of industrial and agricultural inef- 
ficiency, 95 percent of Algeria's foreign earn- 
ings come from petroleum exports and 
specialists say this is not likely to change in 
the immediate future. 

While Algeria has had a reputation as a 
leader of the Third World, and had played a 
crucial role in the release of American hos- 
tages in Tehran, foreign affairs have lately 
taken second place to urgent domestic needs 
with pragmatism replacing revolutionary fer- 
vor. 

Israel protests 
to Egypt over 
press attacks 

CAIRO, July 5 (R) — IsraePs ambassador 
to Cairo. Moshe Sassoa. has rejxatedly 
tested to Egyptian Foreign Ministry officials 
about aoti-bxaeli articles published in the 
govemment-controUed press, the vceekly 
newspaper Mayo reported Monday. 

The foreign ministry has told Sasson that 
the press articles he objected to were "the 
natural result of the Israeli forces' conduct in 
Lebanon.''"M^, J journal of the ruling 
National Democratic Party, said. 

"The Egyptian press has expressed the 
feelings of the people toward Israel's barbar- 
ous invasion of Lebanon** it quoted the offi- 
cials as teDing the ambassador.

Americans seeking to influence events in El Salvador

SAN SALVADOR — 
It occupies an entire block on San Salvador's 2Stb 
North Avenue, a squat three-story building sur- 
ronnded by a forbidding grey wall manned on'each 
comer by a steel-belmeted Salvadoran soldier with 
an assault rifle. Two more heavily-armed troops 
peep through the viewing slits of sandbagged firing 
positions on the tool Inside the compound, guards 
carrying submachine guns watch the heavy iron 
entrance gates and turnstiles. Closed-circuit televi- 
sion cameras scan the entrances and the streets

The Embauy of the United'States in troubled H 
Salvador Iqok^ more like a fqrtre^.un^er siege.than 
a diplomatic mission in a friendly country, and its 
sheer size has given rise to charges. that it tends to 
function as an alternative government. “ People call 
me a proconsul," Ambassador Deane Hinton said 
in an interview. “Well, rm not. If I were, 1 could 
make the dedsions." 

But the Americans leave no doubt of their ambi- 
tion to influence the decision-making process. The 
embassy's civilian and military staff of 91 is slightly 
larger than the rest of the world's diplomatic rep- 
resentatives here put together. 

“We have major interests in El Salvador and we 
are contributing important resources to support of 
El Salvador," Hinton said. “It is perfectly natural 
that we take an Interest in how these resources are 
used.” - 

In the view of the Reagan administration, the 
Salvadoran government's success or failure in fight- 
ing left-wing guerrillas in a tough, protracted civil 
war is crucial to U.S. efforts to stem Communist 
advances in the Central American region. 


El Salvador’s political Left sees the U.S. Embassy 
here as an ugly symbol of Yankee imperiah'sm in a 
region where the United States has often imposed 
its will by armed force. Between the turn of the 
century and 1 920 alone, U.S. troops landed hi Cen- 
tra! America 20 times. 

To many on the political Right here, U.S. insis- 
tence on agrarian reform constitutes blatant inter- 
ference in the intemal affairs of a country which has 
been run by the military on behalf of the rich for half 
a century. 

Last year, the American Embassy was attacked 
wjihmachme guns and 

seven-times within 34 days ~ four of the attacks ^ 
apparemly .carried out.byTightists.and tbreeJ^ the j 
Left. The wall that turned the mission into fortress 
America in the heart of San Salvador was erected in 
response to the assaults. 

To some politidans of the increasingly impotent 
center in El Salvador’s polarized society, the 
embassy reflects what they see as the diminished 
capability of the Western world’s leading power to 
influence events. “ Of course the United States has 
influence here," said Hinton. “ But no foreign coun- 
try...can do much more than try and convince the 
people (of the host country) that your ideas are 
right." 

Nod- American diplomats here say that since the 
Match 28 elections in vrhich the party backed by the 
United States lost to a coalition of rightist groups, 
Washington’s envoys axe relying increasingly on ^e 
army to shape developments. The rightists emerged 
from the elections as the most powerful force in the 
60-member constituent assembly which promptly 
gave itself both legislative and executive powers 
and chose an interim government with little clout 


“ Ultimately, however, it’s the aray which has the 
final say," said one envoy. “And the army knows 
that without American aid it would lose the war. 
The army knows it can'tget weapons it wants from 
anyone else, so the army listens very closely to what 
the Americans want." 

The U.S. government hailed the March 28 elec- 
tions for a constituent assembly as a triumph for its 
poficies, a resounding victoty of lefom over revolu- 
tion.

Superpowers’ nuclear war will ‘kill 200 million’

UNITED NATIONS — 

The mayor of Hiroshima recalled what happened 
at 8.15 a.m. on August 6, 1945, when the first 
atomic bomb ever used in war devastated his city. 

An American doctor said that in an all-out nuc- 
lear war between the United States and the Soviet 
Union more than 200 millioD people would be kil- 
led immediately and more than , 60 million 
wounded. 

Patriarch Pimen of Moscow, representing the 
Russian Oihodox Church, said the threat of total 
annibilatioD must compel all uations to seek a dur- 
able peace. AU three speakers were among rep- 
resentatives of more than 70 non-governmental 
organizations and research institutions given ah 
opportunity to state their views during the current 
special session of the General Assembly on Disar- 
mament, scheduled to end on July 9. They spoke in 
an assembly committee after government leaders, 
ministers and ambassadors had finished delivering 
policy statements in the assembly’s plenary session. 
Attei^aace in both bodies was often sparse. 

The ndn-gov'emmental ' organizations ranged 
from veteran peace groups to relatively obscure 
bod'ies with few members. Some are known for their 
partisan stand on East- West issues, including sev- 
eral organizations widely zegariJed as “front" 
groups that feithfuUy echo Soviet policies. 


'One of the speakers from Japan was Takeshi 
Arald, president of the Hiroshima Peace Culture- 
Foundation and mayor of Hiroshima city. A sur-' 
vivor of the atom bomb attack, he recalled that 
fateful day nearly 37 years ago: “An inferno 
became a tealhy on earth, which one can hardly 
imagine.. J find myself haunted by a feeling of deep 
sorrow and regret." 

He said 350,000 people bad been exposed to 
atomic radiation in Hiroshima and more than 
140,000 died in the blast and during the following 
four months. There were many who still suffered 
physically and mentally from the effects of the 
atomic bomb, he said. 

'-The mayor of Nagasaki, Hhosbi Motosbima, 
spoke on behalf of the Nagasaki Atomic Bomb 
Casualty Council and said the bomb dropped on bis 
city on August 9, 1945, was like a “to/' compared 
with the present generation of nuclear weapons. 

“There should never be a third nuclear attack", 
be said. “The city of Nagasaki has to be tbe last city . 
of our planet ever destroyed by nuclear weapons." 

Herbert Abrams, vice-president of International 
Physicians for tbe Prevention of Nuclear Wax, said 
his group believed doctors had a special role to play 
because they were dedicated to the protection of 
human life and were aware of the medtol consequ- 
ences of nuclear war. 

Not only would more than 200 million people be 
killed immediately in an all-out nucleax exchange 


between tbe two superpowers, he said, but 80 per- 
cent of tbeir physicians and other health profes- 
'sionals would also die or be incapacitated. 

Lord Philip Noel Baker, 92-yeai-old winner of 
the 1959 Nobel Peace Prize, said armaments must 
be reduced to the point where no government bad 
oioxe weapons ox forces than h belled to maintain 
intemal order and to contribute men to a United 
Nations peace force. Speaking on behalf of tbe 
International Association for (he Work of- Dr. 
.Albert Schweitzer of Lambarene, tbe veteran Brit-, 
isb peace campaigner said men and women every-, 
where must be made to see through wfaat he caUed 
tbe false glamor given to armaments and war by 
television and tbe press. 

Romesh Chandra, president of tbe World Peace 
Council, a Helsinki-based group widely regarded as 
taking its cue from Moscow, said while tbe U.N. 
Assembly was in session NATO had decided to 
increase its arms buildup and to press ahead with 
deployment in Western Europe of Pershing II and 
Cruise missiles.

Corruption scandal embarrasses Brezhnev

Former KGB chief Yuri Andropov, now 
regarded by some as the most powerful man in the 
Soviet Union, has picked off two new targets in an 
anti-corruption campaign among people closely 
connected to President Leonid Brezhnev. 

The latest victiins are a deputy of Nikolai 
Inozemtsev. Brezhnev’s speech-writer on foreign . 
affaiix. and Evgeoyi Rus^ov, a provincial party 
chief whose brother Konstantin, one of Brezhnev’s 
proteges, is a secrefeiy to the Central Cmnmittee. 

When Andropov was recently elevated to foe 
Central Committee secretariat, he was succeeded at 
tbe KGB by Gen. Vitaly Fedorcbuk,-a career KGB 
pffida], infocating that Andropov intended to 


retain real conbrol of the organization. That aim 
seems to have been achieved, with Andropov stifl 
directing the anti-corruption drive that has already 
severely embarrassed Brezhnev, espeda^ over the 
unsavory friendsh^ of his dai^ter Galina. 

Inozemtsev, the Brezhnev ^>eech-writer, is 
director of the Institute of Worid Economy and 
Intermtional Relations, a s well a s being a member 
of *Sie Cent^ Committee. His deputy has been 
diaiged with theft after aflegedUy diverting materi- 
als tom tbe institute to bu^ himself a summer 
dadut. 

The case of Rusakov is modi more qiectacular, 
involving a racket in foe Soviet motor industry 
which must have resulted in the diversion of mil- 
lions of roubles into private pockets. Rusakov has 


been dismjsiwd from his post as party secretary of 
the Eiubishev region, whose town of Togliatti is

PEKING (R) — Joggers don't have to 
swerve round dog droppings in Peking the 
way they do in many Western capitals and 
there are less exhaust fumes, but otherwise 
urban nuisances here are the same if not 
; worse. 

I No one — except the odd diplomat — is 
I allowed to keep a dog in the capital, and 
I since the chief means of locomotion is the 
bi^cle. air pollution from cars is low. 

I But Peking is a densely populated, heav- 
i ily industrialized city of over eight million 
I people, and the environment still leaves a 
lot to be desired. 

That is why the municipai authorities 
I launched a drive this month “to make Pek- 
I ing the cleanest, tidiest and most beautiful 
city in China.” 

After earlier campaigns against noise pol- 
I lution — the endless honking of truck and 
! bus horns and ringing ofbicycle bells — and 
industrial discharges, the city fathers have 
now turned their attention to spitting, litter- 
I ing and other anti-social habits. 

I To a newcomer, spitting sometimes 
appears to be China’s national sport, a par- 
ticularly dangerous one in a country where 
! tuberculosis has long been a major killer. 
I From before dawn until after nightfall, the 
people of Peking seem to be constantly 
clearing their throats before projecting 
! their spittle on to pavements and the floors 
j of shops and restaurants. 

On July 1. however, the municipal 
^authorities sent out 750 crispiv uniformed 


wardens empowered to fine spitters 50 fen 
(28 cents) for each offense. The “sanitation 
patrol persons” were also told to stop lifter- 
bugs. order them to clean up their mess and 
if necessary fine them up to five yuan (S 
2 . 8 ). 

Peking's main tourist anractions — the 
Forbidden City . Beihai Park, the Temple of 
Heaven — are prime sites for ice cream and 
soft drink vendors and inevitably papers 
and bottles are discarded. But in future 
offenders can expect to be brought quickly 
to book. A close eye will be kept on hygiene 
at peasant markets in the city, rubbish bins 
are being repainted and more public toilets 
and sewage treatment ponds built, the 
Chitta Daly said. 

New regulations also ban graffiti and 
illicit posters in public places, as well as on 
the walls of buildings and on shop windows. 
The keeping of domestic animals such, as 
chickens, pigeons, dogs and sheep in the 
capital is. from this month, not just illegal 
but actively penalized. 

People in every street, lane and apart- 
ment block have been named to s^^eep their 
territory clean and remove all rubbish. 
Building materials dumped on pavements 
and roads, a major nuisance for pedestrians 
and cyclists, must now, by law. be removed 
within 24 hours. 

The China Daiiy said more than 100 
loudspeaker cars were now touring the 
streets hammering home the message: 'For 
your health and (hat of others, please keep 
the environment clean." J 


Beep-beep toys aplenty 


PARIS (RFI) — Whether it gladdens our 
hearts or frightens us, the fact is there: elec- 
tronic toys have invaded the toy market. In 
the last two years, “Beep-beep”. “Gloop'* 
and“Wapp-wapp” can be heard loudly on ail 
the toy stands. No doubt about it. the “flea” 
(micio-prooessor) in silicon has revolution- 
ized the world of toys and games (and their 
manufacturers). 

The professionals who got together in Paris 
in February, at the 21st “Salon du Jouef 
(Toy Fair) were in complete agreement: elec- 
tronic toys win still have the star role in 1 982. 

*For electronic toys have made a spectacu- 
lar leap into the limelight these last two years. 
In 1 980, they represented less than 4 percent 
of the overab market for toys. In 1981, this 
share more than doubled — 8 to 1 0 percent of 
the fearket. And it is expected to attain at 
least 1 5 percent over the next five years. 

French manufacturers have understood 
the imponance of the craze for electronic 
toys and many have gone into this sector. It is 
fortunate that they have done so, for the 
French toy industry (which is fourth in the 
' world) hadn’t been doing so well these last 
few years. In faqt-h lspbangiQg,;capidly. and 
^lireVare eloquent: in 1965. there were 
590 toy-making establishments in France; 
today, there are only 265. Thirty companies 


only are responsible for two thirds of the 
overall turaover figure and only seven of 
them employ more than 500 persoia. 

To face up to .American. Ja^ncse or Ger- 
man competition, the toy industry in France 
needs to be strong. It needs to invest, to begin 
with: CO devote plenty of money to maintain- 
ing research teams in order to come up with 
plenty of tmagimative ideas. 

The electronic “flea” has been biting sev- 
eral companies in France. For example. Vul- 
Uerme. which devotes 6 percent of its tur- 
nover figure to research and development, 
has gone wholeheanedly into “electronized 
toys” but the electronic gadget here is not the 
essential thing, it just provides an extra some- 
thing (noise, light) to a classic toy. A similar 
path is being followed by Moquin and Breufl, 
or again Monneret. the king of table football 
who is preparing a mode! in which the elec- 
tronic gadget will count the points. 

Nath^. raeanwhfle, has been thinking up 
authentic electronic games (games of know- 
ledge. in particular). But it's Berchet. a finn 
situated in Oyonna.x. which is going fastest to 
tbe from of the profession: this firm spends a 
great deal of money in research e-xpenses. it 
•■.>g^)e^ impresayc prdacx.for components, ft 
has been studying the setting up of an'elec^ 
tronlc unit And all the Berchet toys are 
tested at tbe toy pedagogic center in Lyon. 


Almost a tiadition 

Jeddah's decorated trucks

JEDDAH — You can see them every- 
where, in an rizes and colors but always the 
same basic design of the Mercedes truck. 
.Anything arriving in the port has to be tians- 
poned, within Jeddah or to tbe outskirts and 
other towns. Ac first sight one is immediately 
impressed with the brightly painted decora- 
tions and tbe array of h^ts. This decoration 
is in fact a sure sign that the truck is privately 
owned, for company-owned fleets lack any of 
the personal touch. Basically these decora- 
tions can be seen as the modern version of the 
Bedu tradition of embellishing any personal 
possession, whether it is a camel saddle or the 
interior of a tent. So, eager to Slid out where 
all this happens. I set off witb tbe expert 
translating skills of Tariq Hussain Camran. 
fneveiibly, there is a truck souk, and it is 
' located out on the Makkab Road at Kilo 12. 

I .Arriving at tbe truck souk, onefiods hectic 
I activity around the various small workshops 
' which provide every service a truck driver 
could wish for. 

Beginning witb the outside our first port of 
call was a cover maker. Tbe material used, 
plastic treated cloth from Japan, is so tough 
that it has to be treated with grape oil before 
it can be passed through a sewing machine. 
The basic sheeting is decorated with heart or 
cedar tree cutouts. Tbe ftill quote for a cover 
for tbe load and cabin complete is SR600 to 
SRI, 000, depending on the size of tbe truck. 
However for a considerably reduced fee, 
maybe around SR200 to SR300, Mulaivi 
Hussein would give you a customized saloon 
car cover with pleasure. 

Tbe truck we savv was decorated both 
inside and outside. We were anxious to know 
why they were always covered outside witb 
The exact opposite of desert scenes. Tbe ans- 
wer was pretty obvious. When yon. are 
kilometers away from home you need some- 
thing to take your mind off The desert. But 
why iJtese paztkularfy European .scenes? The 
fir^ decorated trucks in Saudi Arabia came 
from $^a, and it is a Syrian tiadition that tbe 
people here have taken to heart. Now, bow-^ 
ever, they are bought locally. So who paints 
them in Jeddah? Wc had only to turn round 
and see a group of painiers just finishing their 
day's work to find the answer. These painters 
roam tbe area of the souk carrying afl their 
equipment witb them working as individuals, 
or for a big job, in a team. 

While a driver enjoys a meal or tea after a 
long drive lhey*D add the ubiquitous Saudi 
coat of arms or just a quick touch-up of any 
peeling paint. 

• A driver wanted his door and the front 
wings decorated. Delving into his bag the 
painter produced a rag ancl some petroL He 
then rubbed down tbe surface and proceeded 
to map out tbe design in chalk. Dipping 


- further into his bag he emne out with a tin of 
paint and then a cardboard tube with the 
tools of Us trade. Selecting the right brush he 
west to work with a deceptive ease and soon 
bad tbe basics of tbe design on the* door. 
Leaving it to dry a wlnle.be moved outo the 
wing and was soon costing to tbe other wing 
and on to tbe other door. In a few minutes he 
was back to the first door to complete the coat 
of arms and then on. again to do another 
dreuit and finish just as the driver reap- 
peared. Wen satisfied with the result he 
handed over some sixty-odd rfyals and drove 
off. 

Washing a truck costs SR80 and takes an 
hour and a half anda lorof energy. However, 
in tbe gleaming sun it is well worth the pay- 
ment. Wbfle bis truck was being washed a 
.driver took us on a tour of his vehicle, starting 
with rhe iceboz. Tbe top tray, or cage, is for 
ice and underireatb there is space to keep soft 
drinks. Next to tbe icebox was a bandy slot for 
his mat. As we marveled at bis array of lights 
he explained that besides being decorative 
the lights were essential.for -safety reasons. 
You only have to see a truck at night to see 
bow pretty and effective tbe lighting is. The 
ribbon of green lights is reserved for the car- 
riage and Uue for tbe radiator. Tbe small blue 
lamps cost SR5 each and this truck bad 20 in 
tbe shape of a 'V. The ostrich type lume on 
tbe bonnet was pure sbow but tbe driver men- 
tioned that on a foog (fesett run with no 
movement to be seen the upping plnme pro- 
vided some reliel 

Having had bis truck cleanetl this particu- 
lar driver now went off in search of some 
carriage builders. He came back surrounded 
by a group of men carrying giant spanners. 
After a long fully laden run tbe carriage bolts 
tend to work lose, so these men are on band 
to tighten up tbe bolts every now and then. 

Moving on we noticed a truck being fined 
witb decorated mudguards, a pile of mud- 
guards waiting, gaily painted, in tbe back of 
the workshop also caught our attention. 

It was now time to get a look inside a truck. 
As luck would have it an electiidaD was fit- 
ting the stereo to a truck which had just been 
decorated inside in the shop next door. Tbe 
of the cab was covered with various soft 
materials in long broad layers, each layer 
being fringed witb loops of thread. Each layer 
was deep enough to support a — by now 
standard — beait-shapedteme with a choice 
' of photographs to go inside. In keeping witb 
the anti-desert theme there were fleers, 
taken from postcards, and other attractive 
designs. Along with a patterned plastic seat 
covering, the interiorwotk could cost around 
tbe 300 SR mark. A favorite feature is a layer 
of transparent plastic on tbe inside of the 
cabin doors under wfaich.tiie driver’s favorite 
postcards can be stuck and then after a while 
changed for others. 

Moving further inside tbe souk we later 


found another shop specializing in interiors, 
though here the emphasis was on insulating 
the cab from the engine noise and beat. This 
Is done with the usual plastic cloth in tbe usual 
bright colors but with a thin foam lining. 
Because of the standard nature and size of tbe 
cabs these pieces of foam can be bought 
ready-made to fit the area around the engine 
housing and gear shift and come with pockets 
to carry tools in the cab. This shop also had 
the wing mirror gauntlets, the cloth covers 
which fit over the mirror stems. Most of the 
cabs don't have air conditioning, so to keep 
an air of coolness in the cab tbe drivers use 
cologne and this can be had from the numer- 
ous vendors carrying their trays packed with 
perfume 'bottled as they wander around tbe 
souk. 

Having now got tbe driver’s view of the 
truck we decided to seek out a mechanic to 
get the low down on the engine. This was 
easfly done. We followed an oil slick and soon 
found a large covered service bay. in treating 
couidn' t find any mechanics but then we spot- 
ted one hidden under the bonnet bard at 
work crouebiug inside the engine. With a ser- 
vice every 10,000 kilometers these mechan- 
ics are assured a ready trade even though it is 
dirty back-breaking work. To get an idea of 
the power of these trucks consider that tbe 
engine takes 20-25 liters of oil and it takes 
half an hour to drain the oil for an oil change. 
Tbe fuel tank needs 400-1000 liters of diesel 
depending on the model of the truck. Trucks 
with bigger capacities are used for the longer 
runs, while the smaller models are used 
around Jeddah. The size of the engine means 
that most of the service requires two rueeban- 
ICS at work at the same time with a third on 
hand to supply the tools. The mechanics usu- 
ally stay in the workshop at night and indeed 
the whole souk has the air of a self-contained 
community with fruit juice bars, ct^e shops 
and restaurants abounding. 

To become a truck driver one has to take 
an official test, which is conducted on a spe- 
cial traffic department course and includes a 
series of parking meneuvers and testing on 
loading techniques. Most of the privately 
owned rrucks are paid for with government 
loans and then by regular work,- assured in a 
growing country, tbe loan is paid off. The 
loads carried include dry goods, refrigerated 
fruit, water and petrol. However, a petrol 
truck driver must first gain experience on the 
other less dangerous loads. 

There was rhe suggestion from the conver- 
sations we had with the many drivers we met 
that the job appealed to their nomadic tradi- 
tion, always being on the move, and that it 
had romantic assodations with tbe camel 
trains of not so long ago. That certainly 
seemed a suitable linage witb which to hit the 
road again as we watched yet soother truck 
rumble off into the setting sun.

Illiteracy obstructs Asian development 
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Japan promotes fishery 
with the sound of music

They are seen in many corners of Asia, 
with pen or paper in hand. or. for the wealthy 
ones, clacking away on a rypewrifer mounted 
on a rickety stand. As in the olden days, they 
earn their living writing letters and interpret- 
ing documents for those who do not know 
how to read and write. 

They are .Asia's public letter writers. TTiey 
seem incongruous in this age of computers 
and satellites. But they thrive. For Asia, the 
birthplace of so many rich and powerful civil- 
izations. is faced ti>day with a massive and 
growing problem of illiteracy. It has more 
than half of the world's pt^puiation w ho can- 
not read, write or do simple arithmetic. 

Although recent literacy drives have 
reduced The percentage of .Asian illiterates 
from 6b percent in 1960 to 58 percent in 
1 970. their numbers are actually on the rise. 

Due to rapid population grow th. there are 
now 387 million .Asian illiterates and they are 
expected to reach 4.'.^ million by 1990. This 
will be 43 percent of the region's population 
by then. 

Throughout the world, there are at least 
814 million people who are illiterate or 
roushlv 1 out of 3 adults who cannot read or 
write "This isexpected to reach SS4 million bv 
1«90. 

Approximately 75 percent of the world's 
illiterates are found in .Asia. The rest are in 
Africa 120 percent) and Latin America (5 
percent). The problem is especially acute in 
South Asia which, with the exception of Sri 
Lanka and the Maldives, has less than 40 


percent of its pi'pulation knowing how to 
read and write. Afghanistan's illiteracy rate, 
at 89 percent, is the highest in the region. This 
is followed by Nepal with 19 percent and 
Pakistan with 24 percent. India accounts for 
30 percent of the world's illiterates. 

TTie dimension of the Asian illiteracy prob- 
lem is even more alarming when it comes to 
children and women. .About 90 million of the 
world's 134 million 6-to- 1 1 -year-olds who 
are not in school are found in Asia. And their 
numbers are pn^jected to increase. 

As with the rest of the world, there are 
more illiterate women than men. In 1 970. the 
number of women who could not read or 
write exceeded that of men by some 140 mil- 
lion. Today, this figure is about 1 94 million. 

Educators have blamed the region's rapid 
population growth and. more importantly, 
the failure of the formal school system as tlie 
main causes of the growing illiteracy prob- 
lem. 

Asia's population today stands at 2.806 
billion and is expected to double in 39 years. 
This w ill mean that the region's limited for- 
mal school system, which covers only a frac- 
tion of the population, will continue to be 
overloaded. 

The stress on the system is already taking 
its toll. The dropout rate of school children in 
Asia is estimated t<'> be between 50 and 60 
percent. It is not only the lack of facilities, 
teachers or of interest that forces many chil- 
dren to drop out. Schooling is often too 
expensive for the p«>t^r. 


In one school in Northern India, the stu- 
dents are supplied with pen and paper. The 
teachers, however, were alarmed that their 
pupiL« frequently slept in class. They found 
out that a lot of them travel Eve kilometers or 
more on foot, on an empty stomach, to get to 
school. 

Educators blame the present fonnal school 
system for helping to widen the gap between 
the rich and the poor, the urban and the rural 
and the privileged and undeiprivileged. 
Indeed, studies have shown that povertv and 
illiteracy have a direct relationship. IDiteracy 
is often the most serious obstacle to 
development. 

Asian literacy experts, meetuig in 1979 
under the auspices of the United Nations 
Educational. Scientific and Cultural Organ- 
ization lUNESCO). said development 
strategies “would not be realized unless peo- 
ple who are now illiterate, are made aware of 
and are able to participate fully in the 
developmental process." 

A prerequisite for this participation is the 
ability to read and write. All the developing 
countries in Asia recognize this fact and many 
have given priority to solving this problem. 
Laos has been conducting a nationwide liter- 
acy program aimed at wiping out ignorance 
and to understand ideology, techniques and 
technology. 

In Nepal, the stress has been on functional 
literacy since 1972. Indonesia is more con- 
cerned with using literacy as a tool to improve 
the lot of the rural poor. Thailand's program

I timolol eyedrops to control my eye pressure. I*ve also bMu having 
I chest pains which another doctor says are an^al attacks. I'v been 
I reading that the drug timolol is also good for prevMidi^ heart attacks. 
WiD the timolol in my eve drops be eH'ective in my heart problem? Mr. 
F. 

Dear Mr. Fj The use of timolol as eye drops in treating glaucoma is 
not effective in trea ^ting coronary heart disease. It must be used in 
: tablet form. It will prolong the lives of thousands of Americans who 
I suffer from heart attacks. When patients are given iimv>loI soon 
i aftenvard. the risk of death after the first heart attack is reduced by 
ab<iut one-third. 

Timolol belongs to the class of drugs known as beta blockers. 
Another, well known, is propranolol. These medicines act on the 
nervous system, blocking responses from the stimulated adrenal 
glands. They slow the heart rate and vigor of the bean's contractions. 
These drugs arc also effective in managing hypertension, angina 
pectoris and migraine headaches. I suggest. Mr. F.. as you suffer from 
I angina, that you take up the timolol therapy with your family doctor 
y^r..cardioIogisitwHe. may also consider use. of calcium blockers.

1 can understand 
why your doctor hesitates to prescribe corticosteriods for your anh- 
ritis.

For Mr. Q.: In response to a column in which I discussed the danger 
of making “borderline diagnosis" — a vague diagnosis of rheumat- 
ism — 1 have received two letters from physicians which indicate that 
" pseudogout*' is a specific diagnosis. 

Steven Eyanson. M.D.. Assistant Professor of Medicine at Indiana 
University School of Medicine writes (in part). "Pseudogout is a term 
used by rheumatologists for calcium pyrophosphate crystal-induced 
arthritis. This so-called 'false gout' mimics true gout in its course." 

And William A. Handeiman. M.D. of the Charlotte Hungerford 
Hospital. Torrington. Conn., wines (in part). “Pseudogout is a 
specific diagnosis, referring to calcium pyropho^te crystal deposi- 
tion within joints, resulting in symptoms identical to ^at of acute 
gout — the condition responds well to non-steroidal anti- 
inflammatory drugs."

aims to develop the Kbit Pen man — a person 
who has the necessary academic and voca- 
tional skills to improve his standard of living. 

Vietnam has a unique movement which 
enables a man to progress from literacy class 
to as high as university-level education. In the 
Philippines, the stress is on non-fonnal edu- 
cation to develop self-reliant, self-sufficient 
individuals and communities. 

Such innovative literacy and adult educa- 
tion programs throughout Asia are re^ns- 
ible for the improvements that have occurred 
in the past several decades. Still, more could 
be done Co wipe out Sliteracy in Asia if only 
governments were to allot more of their 
budgets on literacy and adult education prog- 
rams. 

China, for example, spends only 3.8 per- 
cent of its total education budget on literacy 
and adult education. Recently, this has gone 
down to only 1 percent. In Sri Lanka, it is only 
0.12 percent of the total educatioo budget 
although it had increased eightfold in the last 
few years. India spends only 0.85 percent of 
its budget on literacy and adult education. 

If such programs are expwded. govern- 
ments may yet be able to significantly reduce 
the growing illiterate population of Asia. 

Otherwise, people wQ] continue to flock to 
public letter writers to compose missives for 
their relatives in distant places.

TOKYO, (G) — “Listen. they*re playing 
our song." Thanks to underwater- mic- 
rophones and floating robots, fish in Japan's 
coastal waters are being treated to some truly 
catchy tunes. In a unique fishfarming project 
off the shores of Oita prefecture, western 
Japan, music is played to attract fish to the 
robots who disease food from floating plat- 
forms at regular intervals. With this syrtem 
the fish have every incentive to stay in the 
“pasture zone*' — no need for costly fences to 
stop them wandering — until they are ready 
for hauling, to the sound of music. 

“The idea is to take advantage of condi- 
tional reflex in. the fish,*' says Junji Nozu. 
fishery promotion chief of the Oita prefec- 
tural government 

“We played piano music whenever we 
supplied bait and we found that the fish just 
kept coming back when they heard the 
music." 

Fish are riot nlurically minded, says Nozu, 
and caimot retain a melody (or anytltingelse) 
in their memory for more than two months at 
a time. But after being exposed to the music 
as newly hatched fly. and then regularly at 
mealtimes, the “music-while-you-eaf' idea 
becomes safely imprinted. Nflgratory Red 
Sea bream stocked in Che waters off Oita and 
raised for two years could be caught by this 
method, it was found. 

The experiment, which started seven years 
ago. has been pronounced a resounding suc- 


cess by the project team — compose of a 
major ’fishery firm, leading electrical and 
engineering manufacturers like Mitsui and 
Matsushita, and the local authority. 

Electromechanical fishing will get into full 
swing this summer. And if all goes wen. 
Japan's fishery agency plans to promote the 
system on a large scale. Restrictions on oper- 
ations in other countries* 200-mile zones 
have led the Japanese to turn their attention 
to coastal fishing: and once more their capac- 
ity at matching technological development 
with practical need in an innovative way and 
mobOiang the necessary resources is likely to 
pay off. 

The 53 'stem. it has been discovered, has a 
ripple effect in that ever widening numbers of 
fish become hooked on musical feeding. 

In theory, it is possible that if the message 
spread ferenough. Japan's robot feeders. Uke 
pied pipers, would attract an oceanwide fol- 
lowing and empty other peoples' fishing 
grounds. Different frequencies c*f sound 
waves attract different species of fish, says 
Nozu. The robots, equipped with timers and 
batteries throw out the feed at fixed times. 

All humans have to do is change the bat- 
teries (which won’t be necessary soon when 
automatic power generating buoys are imn>- 
duced) and keep the feed hoppers full — and 
haul in the catch. A computerized command 
center at Oita monitors fish mo\'cments. w- 
rents. sea temperature and fish appetites. 


U.S.‘ atomic veterans’ recall tragedy

NEWPORT BEACH. CALIFORNIA 
(LAT) — In recent years thousands of former 
United Stales servicemen have stepped for- 
ward lo claim that they are suffering from 
what they believe to be the delayed effects of 
exposure to atomic radiation. They call them- 
selves“alomic veterans and they say an array 
of health problems, front leukemia to muscle 
deterioration, are linked to their partidpa- 
tion in government experiments during 
weapons testing. 

By the federal government's own esti- 
mates, as many as 220.000 servicemen were 
exposed to "low leveF' radiation during the 
235 atomospheric atomic tests conducted 
from 1945 to 1962 in the Padfic and in 
Nevada. Troops were stationed in trenches to 
witness the above-ground detonation of 
atomic devices and then ordered to conduct 
maneuvers close to ground zero, the veterans 
say. 

The history of atmospheric nuclear tests 
and the struggle of America's atomic vete- 
rans to seek government redress is chronicled 
in a new book by Thomas H. Saffer, Coiuit - 


down ZerOj released by G.P. Putnam's sons. 

Saffer. 4S, who says he was a veteran of 
three atomic tests in Nevada as a young 
marine corps officer, shares the book's cre- 
dits with the late Orville E. Kelly, founder of 
the National Assodation of Atomic Vete- 
rans. Kelly died at 49 of lymphatic cancer in 
1 9S0. shortly after winning a landmark battle 
with the veterans administration (VA) in 
which be gained recognition that his illness 
was related to radiation exposure during 
atomic tests in the Marshall Islands. 

"1 think we were part of the greatest 
tragedy ever perpetrated on human things in 
this country " Saffer said in a recent interview 
at his town house here. located about 50 
miles south of Los Angeles. “And now, the 
government is not accepting responsibility 
for what it's done. Our efforts lo get medical 
care at hospitals are being stonewalled by the 
Defense Department." 

As many as 1,777 VA disabflity claims 
have been filed by veterans of atomic tests, 
but so far, only 14 have been approved as 
“service-related," according to a VA 
spokesman. OnlyOrviHe Kell/s claim, Saf- 
fer said, has been acknowledged as related to 


radiation exposure during service. 

Lt. Col. Dale Keller of the Defense Nuc- 
lear .Agency, a governtnem body established 
by the Department of Defense to evaluate 
nuclear tests, said that often veterans make 
claims about their partidpatton in tests that 
cannot be backed up by documcmaiion. 

"Everybody has their own perception of 
what happened." Keller said. “Some people 
unfortunately don't recall things in the deal- 
est terms." 

“To date we've found nothing that would 
indicate that any veterans arc suffering from 
any health effects ussodated with then 
exposure during the atmospheric tests." Kel- 
ler said. 

The preliminary results of the study on par- 
tieipanis of the smoky test, however, showed 
that they had nearly three times the incidence 
of leukemia as would be expected in ihc ger<- 
eral population. These results, wrote Dr. 
Glyn G. Caldwell and his colleagues at the 
Centers for Disease Control in Atlanta, sug- 
gest that the veterans "may have received 
more radiation than previously supposed ot 
that low doses of radiation may be more car- 
cinogenic than past estimates predicted."

Reagan emphasized the military use of 
space in a policy statement he issued Sunday 
as he personally welcomed .the CobuaKa 
space shuttle astronauts when they landed at 
Edwards Air Force Base in California after a 
week-long mission. 

Astronauts Ken Mattingly and Henry 
Hansrield made a perfect landing oh a con- 
crete runway on a dry desert lakebed to the 
cheers of some 500,000 spectators on the 
206th anniversary of U.S. bdependence. . 

The president who returned to his Santa 
Barbara ranch after greeting and praising the 
two men. called for a permanent U.S. pres-., 
ence in space. But be did not endorse the 
hopes on NASA, the civilian space agency, 
for constnictioo of a manned space station. 
Nor did he say how his overall space policy 
u'ouJd be carried out. 

Instead. Reagan said in his statement that 


national security wasn peaceful pursuit and a 
prime obiective of America’s space program. 
He announced that NASA and the Defease 
Departmentwciuld be iointly responsible for 
a new laundung agency, the Space Transpor- 
tation Systra. wbuch would use the shuttle 
for civilian and military exploration. 

Reagan said the United States would con- 
tinue to develop means of killing hostile satel- 
lites that could endanger the security of the 
United States and its allies. It would alM 
develop an attack warning system to meet 
threats to U.S. space ^sterns. 

The policy statement, issued as a presiden- 
tial directive after a 10-month study by the 
National Security Council, was written in 
broad terms -and- gave no details of future 
plans. There was no indication whether 
defensive .weapons aimed at meeting threats 
from space would be deployed in space or on 
earth. . 

A senior U.S. official who briefed repor-. 
- tersat Edwards Air Force Base said presideo- 
tialdewions had not been made on the shape 
and scope of future militaiy and civilian space 
exploration. ■ 


Battle for Paris heats up 


PARIS. July 5 ( AP) — The battle for Paris 
. spilled into the streets this weekend with a 
barrage of posters, billboard signs and hand-, 
bills denouncing the Socialist goveromenf s 
plan to divide the city into 20 autonomous 
municipalities. 

The left fought back with its own slo^m 
plastered across street lamps and over the 
1 opposition posters. Both sides took to the 
airwaves, rallxed their forces and appealed for 
the allegiance of the public 

"They are trying to Idli Paris” read warn- 
ings posted by Ae righL “Paris is becoaung a 
city open to democrat.” declared those of 
the left. 

The proposed law. which stands an excel- 
lent chance for passage in the Socialist- 
controlled Nation^ Assembly, would abolish 
the direa election of the mayor of tradition- 
ally conservative Paris and turn each of the 
city's 20 arroncfisements. or districts, mto a 
mini-municipality with its own mayor and 
council. 

Leading the opporition is Jacques Chirac, 
former prime minister, former conservative 
presidential condidate. current mayor of 
Paris and easily the most powerful voice on 
the political ri^t. 

He has the most to lose in terms of direct 
political power. But according to some 
observers, he may already have increased his 
national standing by becoming, thanks to the 
Socialists, the champion of .“local democ- 
rac\.” 

The conservatives are. for once, com- 
pletely united .on this issue, and Chirac has 
received support from his major conservative 
. political rival, .former President Valeiy Oisr 
card dTEstaing. . 


in. the. Socialist government, including Pre- 
mier neny Maurqy and Interior Minister 
Gaston rDefferre. And. if published reports 
are accurate, the assault against Chiracf s con- 
siderable municipal powers was personally 
ordered ty President Francois Mitterrand. 

.The 'fii^ poll since the government's 
announcement of the proposed reform 
showed heavy opposition to the idea among 
Parisians.* Fifty-two percent of the 400 per- 
sons questioned said they opposed it.

VIENNA (R) — Former U.S. President 
Richard Nixon met Hungarian Foreign 
Minister Frigyes Puja in Budapest Sunday 
night on the fourth leg of a private tour of the 
Eastern bloc, the official MTl news agency 
said. 
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BONN. July 5 (R) — Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt's Social Democratic Party (SPD). 
haring just survived a coalition crisis in Bonn, 
turned its attention this weekend to the 
fastest-growing force in West German poli- 
tics. the ecologist “Greens." 

The infant anti-nuclear party has made 
advances in every regional election this year. 
It now holds the balance of power in Ham- 
burg's state assembly and could well do the 
same in Hesse after a state poll in September. 

Until recently, the SPD largely ignored the 
Greens, in the apparent hope that they would 
eventually go away. But now the Social 
Democrats are facing a tricky choice betu’cen 
working with ecologist groupings in the pro- 
vinces or being consigned to opposition 
there. 

Schmidt, in an interview published Sunday, 
did not rule out working with the Greens, hiit 
said they were still not a united force and 
might never become one. "In some parlia- 
ments. the Greens say they want to work 
constructively, in others they rely on total 
confrontation." he told the pnlitiral weekly 
Der Sjnegel. 

Asked if he could see a coalition between 
the SPD and the Greens in Bonn. Schmidt 
said he was not sure the new party would win 
Bundestag (lower house) seats at the next 
general election in 1 984."! would first like to 
know whether the Greens arc for or against 
violence... (and) what their view is on disar- 
mament." he said. But he added that the two 
parties had some common points on 
environmental issues. 

SPD chairman and former Chancellor 
WiUy Brandt, asked the same question at a 
Munich news conference Iasi night, replied: 
“I would be stupid if I were to answer ■no‘.“ 
The SPD must be open to ideas from the 
Greens, he said. 

Brandt said there were signs that the young 
party — only formed in 1978 and already 
present in state assemblies in West Berlin. 
Baden-Wuerttemberg. Lower Saxony. 
Hamburg, and Bremen — was interested in 
cooperating in parliamentan.' work. 

Hamburg Mayor Klaus von Dohnanyi. 
whose minority government survived a no- 
confidence vote last week only because of the 
Greens, told Der Spiegel he would support an 
alliance with them if this was possible on sub- 
stantive issues. 

Von Dohnanyi has announced that for the 
first time in West Germany, the Social 
Democrats will open talks with the Greens on 
cooperation in Hamburg this week. A 
"Green AJtcmaiive List" won 7.7 percent of 
the vote in the citv-state's election last 
month. 

■ The Greens' policies vary from region to 
region but they are united in rejecting atomic 
power and plans to put new U.S. nuclear 
missiles in West Germany from next year 
unless Moscow agrees by then to remove its 
medium-range missiles. 


envoy assures Soviets 


MOSCOW. July 5 ( R) — The U.S. ambas- 
sador to the Soviet Union assured millions of 
Soviet TV viewers that the United Stalc.s 
sought world peace. A senior Sj^vict com- 
mentator followed his four-minuic address 
with a sharp attack accusing the Reagan 
administration of hypocrisy. 

Ambassador Arthur Hartman, in an 
address delivered Sunday on U.S. Indepen- 
dence Day during Moscow television's main 
evening news program, .said the United States 
sought a "frank and open dialogue" w iih ihe 
Soviet Union in the search for peace. 

Hartman appeared anxious to counter 
Soviet press reports suggesting that some of 
Washington's military strategists believe a 
nuclear war with the Soviet Union is winn- 
able. 

President Reagan, he said, had fixed peace 
as the goal of the United States and had 
stated repeatedly that the United States 
would never use any arms — nuclear or non- 
nuclear — except in defense against attack. In 
a conciliatory speech. Hartman pledged that 
the L^nited States would do its best to ensure 
that the Strategic Arms Reduction Talks with 
the Soviet Union, begun on June in 
Geneva, would be a success. 

Hartman said the United States wanted to 
halt what he described as a decline in U.S.- 
Soviet relations but added that this called for 
"restraint in the world." by both superp«'w- 
ers. 

As evidence that the United States sought 
peace. Hartman said "not a single American 
soldier" was fighting anywhere in the wurld 
— a phrase apparently intended tii draw- 
attention in the Soviet viewer's mind to Mos- 
cow's military involvement in Afghanistan. 

Alexander Bovin, an influential p«Tlitieal 


commentator, followed Hanman on TV with 
a five-minute address clearly designed to 
counter much of what Hartman had said. 
Bovin charged the Reagan administration of 
being the most hypocriiicai U.S. government 
in the past 100 years and poured senm on 
Reagan's remarks, delivered in Wes! Ger- 
many. that he felt he could lead peace 
demonstrations himself. 

When the Reagan administn^tion tired of 
being hypocritical "it comes on in tough and 
aggressive tones." Bovin said. Bovin made no 
direct reference to Hartman's address, but his 
comments threw- the ambassador's address 
into sharp relief. 

it was difficult to deal with the Uoited 
Slates w-ith or without Secretary of State 
Alexander Haig, he said, adding: "They (the 
United States) are cunning. They twist and 
turn. They say one thing and mean another. 
They have more ambition than understand- 
ing.” 

Referring to Reagan's remark that the 
LInited States w-ould act militarily only to 
defend itself. Bovin spoke of U.S. involve- 
ment in Vietnam and the Israeli invasion of 
Lebanon. "When they (the United States) 
call 100 percent aggression defense, such 
U.S. remarks have a double meaning and are 
hypocritical." he said. 

Earlier, in a coolly-worded greeting lo 
Reagan to mark U.S. Independence Day. 
President Leonid Brezhnev simply asked the 
U.S. leader to convey "congraiuiaiions and 
w ishes of peace" to the American people. He 
offered no personal greetings to the U.S. 
president himself — a practice dropped in 
1 980 after the w-orsening in U.S. -Soviet rela- 
tions following the Soviet interv-ention in 
Afghanistan. 


Geneva talks ‘well begun’ 


GENEVA. July 5 (R) — The chief United 
States negotiator at new talks w ith the Soviet 
Union in Geneva on long-range nuclear mis- 
siles said they had begun well. 

Retired Gen. Edward Row-ny was addres- 
sing a Fourth of July American IndepenJencc 
Day gathering to which chief Soviet arms 
negotiators Viktor Karpsw and Yuli Kvit- 
sinsky were invited. He told diplomats and 
other guests: "The START (Strategic Arms 
Reduction Talks) have got off lu a good sian. 
We hope their beginning in this fourth of July 
week will bu symbolic of success." 

Continuing a process of friendly informal 
contacts which has characterized the new 
negotiations so far. the U.S. officials talked at 
length during the celebrations w-lth Ka> 
pov. the man with w horn Rowny deals in the 
intercontinental missile talks, and Kviisinsky. 
w ho leads the Soviet team in parallel negotia- 
tions here on medium-range missiles in

Rowny said later he was w-orking in close 
contact with Paul Nitze. who heads the U.S. 
team at ihc medium-range missile talks w hich 
began here Iasi Nos. 30. 

He told reporters the U.S. side had been 
presenting its arms reduction proposals at 
this week's two opening sessions, one at the 
American, one at the Soviet mission. They 
include a one-third reduction in interconti- 
nental ballistic warheads and reduction of 
long-range missiles in 850 on each side. 

Rowny said full presentation of the U.S. 
proposal’s could take one to two months, but 
added the talks so far was not all on the 
American side. "They have had plenty to say 
too." he said. 

In accordance w-ith the agreement to keep 
confidential details of matters discussed, the 
U.S. negotiator declined to talk of Soviet 
reaction so far.

OPECs four-member markets commictee 
meets in N'ienna on Wednesday, officials in 
Culf states said sc the weekend that a full 
conference \vi ’.:!d follow on Friday, but the 
Vienn.t-bai?c! iJPEC secretariat has still to 
confirm this. 

Wednesday's committee meeting is man- 
dated to review the market and reoonimend 
to OPEC whether or not to raise a current 
effective ceiling for total output of 17.5 mil- 
lion barrels daily, within which each member 
isassignedaqu., ia. Industry analysts see little 
scope for higher output now although 
demand is likely to be stronger by the 
autumn. 


Assuming that the ceiling is unchanged or 
raised only slightly OPEC must then decide 
what to do about over-production by some 
members, notably Libya and Nigeria.whicb 
in June lifted total output just over 1 8 million 
banels da^. 

"The Middle East Economic Surrey (MBE^, 
an authoritative trade newsletter, says Gulf 
states want to resolve the problem of Libya 
and Nigeria by making them raise their 
prices, which would divert some of their cus- 
tomers to other OPEC suppliers. 

The much-prized, petrol-rich African 
crudes command a quality differential over 
the reference price. MEES said the Gulf 
states want the differential raised from SI. 50 
to S3 a barrel for a S37 African quote. Indus- 
try analysts think the Afticans might resist 
thaL Britain, not an OPEC member, sells 
rimilar-quality Nortii Sea oil for S33.5Q. 

In Jakarta. Energy Minisier er Subroto said 
Indonesia will seek to raise its daily produc- 
tion from the 1.3 miflion barrels per day 
(bpd) set up by OPEC last May. 

Before the OPEC cutback decision. 
Indonesia produced about 1.6 million bpd. 
but during the past two monUis. daily produc- 
tion actually fell below 1 .3 million ' bpd, a 
mining ministry spokesman said. 

In May. daily production was 1 .28 million 
barrels and in June it went further dow*n to 
1.27 millioD bpd. Of that amount. 450.0^0 
barrels a day were used to meet domestic 
consumption.

KK, Vutaka Shoji Co. Ltd, and Ace Koeki 
Corp. all members of the Tokyo Gold 
Exchange, it said. 

individual yen iransaciions between the 
brokers and non-resident clients will no 
longer require mmistry approval, it said. 

Ministry officials noted that non-resident 
investors could use the option of opening a 
free yen account here to streamline transactions 


with their brokers. 

The officials said, however, brokers are not 
permitted to receive payments in foreign cur- 
rency from clients to convert into yen on their 
own accounts because that form of transac- 
tion is the domain of banks. 

The eight brokerage firms are now obliged 
to report to (he* - ministry only quarterly on 
their transactions whh non-resident clients, 
while other brokets still require ministry 
approval on each transaction, the ministry 
said.

At the last minute, Portugal dropped its 
earlier plan to barrow the $1.5 billioo 
because of fears that the IMF would have 
too great a say in ninning the economy. IMF 
demands for tight controls on spending led 
to the defeat of the eovemment in the 
1970s. 

The Bank of Portugal estimated that

Tbe supply-demand imbalance spells grave 
hardship for countless smallholders depen- ' 
dent on rubber for livelihood and for owners 
and employees of smaU tin mining opera- 
tions. The producing natioos argue that the 
rich consuming countries should in their own 
interest act to mitigate the hardship even if 
they cannot prevent it. 

A long period of low prices wiU, it is 
argned, lead to diversion of resources that 
should be applied to both rubber and tin to 
maintain and expand production. If tbisisnot 
done, there is a real danger — as both sides 
acknowledge — of supplies falling short of 
normal world demand, and hence of exj^ 
sive price increases . 

This argument is accepted even in the U.S. 
despite the strength of ftelings against inter- 
fering with market forces. But there is a large 
gap between what the U.S. or less doctrinaire 
countries, are prepared to do to cushion tbe 
price fall and what producers want done. 

The anger now being voiced by ASEAN

TOKYO, July 5 (AP) — The care of 
Japanese computer company employees 
accused of trying to steal industrial secrets 
points up the heavy dependence of Japan’s 
computer industry on IBM. Japanese man- 
ufacturers bave tried to harness IBM's tech- 
nological innovations by developing compat- 
ible equipment, industry sources say. 

Although Japan's small computers are 
state-oC-tte-aR equipment, industry rources 
say its medium and large-scale computer 
tecbnology still lags three or more years 
behind IBM — the United States-bared 
International Business Machines. 

Spurred by long-term government sub- 
sidies, Japanese computer makers launched 
afl-out ' * catch up with 1 BNT' projects in 1972, 
which bave paid off handsomely for such 
makers as Fujitsu, Hitachi Ltd. and NEC 
Coip. 

Last week, employees of two major Japan- 
ese electronics companies were accused of 
trying to steal computer secrets. Tbe amusa- 
tions came amid eSoRs by IBM to market its 
latest mainframe computer — tbe 3081-K 
series — without divulging vital information 


necessary to copy its technological improve- 
ments. 

Fujitsu, tbe largest Japanese computer 
maker, topped IBM Japan for tbe first time in . 
1970, with domestic computer soles — 
inchiding software and peripteral equipment 
— of SI. 7 biliioD against IBM's $1.5 biUion . 

This was not tbe result, however, of origi- 
nal technology, industry sources say Fujitsu 
relied heavily on IBM technology, and like 
Hitachi, one of tbe two companies involved in 
tbe IBM computer scandsd, its medium — 
and large-scale maefaioes are all compatible 
with IBM pxedecessots. 

Noborv Yamaguebi, of Fujftsu’s public 
relations Unions office, $ai± "We analyze 
three things before we attempt to construct 
compatible modeb. We analyze tbe roftware, 
and since we use IBM computers ourselves, 
we scrutim'ze tbe machines when they axe 
installed in our bffices, and rely on IBM tech- 
nology which is made public. 
**Ourmacbinea,'bowever, are not mere imita- 
tions. We introduced tbe woricf s first all LSI 
(large scale integiated circuit) computer 
before IBM did, and bave added major 
improvements on top of compatibility.’'

U.S. sees recession ending 


WASHINGTON, July 5 (R) — U.S. 
Budget Directoi David Stodcmao has said 
the United States was puiliDg out of reces- 
sion. He predicted tbe eSect of Piesident 
Ronald Reagan's economic policies would be 
fell within tbe next year. 

Stockman said the administiation bad suc- 
ceeded in taking the economy “off its 
inflationary binge'* and had stabilised prices. 

" Our other goal was to reduce the tax bur- 
den, the regulatory burden, so that we could 
have stronger growth of investment, emp- 
loyment and real prosperity” he said in a 
television interview. 

Stockman said of the economic policies: 
"Their effect is yet to materialize, but we are 
now pulling out of tbe recession ... those pol- 
icy changes will have their impact.” 

Asked why the Reagan economic program 
had not worked, he replied: “I think a' year 
from now you might probably phrase .that 
question differently.” 

Stockman conceded that continued high 
interest rales would be a drag on economic 
•lecoiery. "We are certainly going to do wbat we: 
can over the next year to bring them down,” 
he said.

ADFAED warns 
of dangers ahead 

MANAMA. July 5 (AP) — The Abu 
Obabi Fund for Arab Economic Develop- 
ment (ADFAED) said in a report that “the 
international conununi^ will face economic 
dangers to the 80s unprecedented in any past 
decade.” 

The report released Sunday and carried by 
the Abu Dhabi daily limeM, said “tbe 
deterioration in tbe value of tbe doDar les- 
sened the role of the U.S. currency in con- 
stituting a global reserve and pushed forward 
a reserve ^tem based on basket currencies.” 

The fund said the decline in Western 
economies had in effect led to the reduction 
in exports which in turn had an inflatioaaiy 
effect on prices. Dwindling oQ reserves and a 
general lack of dn’ersfication of revenue 
sources was cited as one of the major prob- 
lems feeing the Arab worid, said the report 

The Arab region needed to invest more in 
the developmeot.of regional communicatums 
in the form of new ro^, bridges and air and 
sea ports as we8 as the construction of more 
schools, the report added. 

Recommending the economic integration 
of the various resources that countries in the 
region bad at their di^>osaL, the report said 
the posing of such huge resources w^d lead 
to a general improven^nt of tiving standard 
throughout the Arab region. 

Stressing the need for more aid to Third 
Worid countries in the form of eitimr Jo^ or^

The report by the Organization for 
Economic Cooperation and Development 
was the agenc^s first review of the U.S. 
economy since Reagan took office in January 
1981. 


Reports of tbe OECD, made up of tbe 24 
major Western nations, are considered 
authoritative, although they generally avoid 
expUcif criticism of its members' economic 
policies. 

Nevertheless, in what appeared to be a sig- 
nificant criticism of U.S. monetary strategy, 
the OECD warned that unless tbe administ- 
ration adopts a more flexible stance, it risks 
not only delaying tbe recovery of tbe U.S. 
economy but jeopardizing tbe economic 
health of its Western industrialized trading 
partners. 

Tbe report voiced support for key points of 
tbe Reagan adminfstTatioD’s anti-infiation 
campaign but warned that real U.S. interest 
rates may remain stubbornly high unless 
American widens its policy choices. 

High U.S. interest rates have been a point 
of intense friction between Washington and 
Western Europe, which blames its slow 
growth and high unemployment in large 
measure on tbe high cost of dollars. 

The report predicted the U.S. economy 
will grow a flagging 0.3 percent in (he current 
yeat and 2.4 percent in 1983. This is sharply 
lower than tte official U.S. forecast for a 3 
percent growth in gross national product 
(GNP) in 1982 and a 5.2 percent in 1983.

Last year, Brazil bad a satisfying trade surp- 
Ids of $1 .2 billiou after exports of $23.3 bil- 
lion and imports of $22.1 billion. Delighted 
state officials set as a 1982 target a surplus of 
$3 bfllion. 

But exports have not risen according to 
plan and a surplus for tbe first five months of 
$223 miQioo makes tbe target look optimistic 
to say the least, economists say. They cite 
three reasons for the export decline, tbe first 
being tbe general world recession. Second, 
prices for commodities such as coffee, soya, 
sugar and cocoa have been depressed. 

Third, Brazil has bad bad luck in that sev- 
eral of its key markets have been hit by 
unusual circumstances. Nigeria's buying 
power was cut by a slump in oil earnings in the 
recent world glut. Iraq has been enmeshed in 
its war with I ran. Mex ico and Poland had 
iheif bwn'dibt problems. 

Argentina's economy was, meanwhile, 
savaged by tbe Falklands conflict — trade 
between Brazil and Argentina, tbe two South 
American giants, has expanded in recent 
years and was worth $1.85 billion .‘'-«jin

“It all adds up to where they are going to 
And this $26 billion (the current 1982 export 
target). They are finding it extremely difficult 
to know where to nirn.'' said one foreign 
economist.

BONN, July 5 (AFP) — Aeg-Telefuoken 
sliding closer to the cliff-edge, with the 
magazine Jer 5plegef saying that neither the 
West German government nor private inter- 
ests were prepared to throw it a rope. 

The number two electronics group in this 
country, embodying two names that have 
long meant all that is best in German 
engineering, is heavily in tbe red.

Lagos hikes oil 
firms^ profit margin 

LAGOS, July 5 (R) — Nigeria has doubled 
to $1.60 a barrel the profit margin taken by 
companies that produce its crude oil follow- 
ing pressure by the companies over more 
than two years, well-informed sources said 
Monday. 

Tbe sources said the companies now felt ** a 
bit ' more cheerful about the longer term.” 
The Anglo-Dutch Shell group and Gulf Oil 
Corporation are among companies that 
operate in Nigeria. 

The sources said the government had also 
agreed to raise allowed technical costs by 50 
cents to $1 .60 a barrel to help the companies 
meet rising production costs. 

The companies complained of losing 
money and pressed particularly hard for a 
higher margin when Nigerian crude oil priced 
at an above-average $35.50 a barrel, proved 
bard to sell in the recent oil glut. 

Tbe sources said losses were partly to 
blame for recent cuts in oil company invest- 
ment here, although the higher margin was 
unlikely to push companies back into major 
exploration spending because future world 
oil demand remained uncertain.

Dollar tastes mixed fortune 


By J.H. Hammond 

JEDDAH, July 5 — The American dol- 
lar opened on a mixed note on the Euto- 
pean markets on Monday, with some gains 
and losses recorded against tbe major cur- 
rencies. Market hesitation was understand- 
able given the fact that the New York mar- 
kets will be closed on Monday night due to 
local holidays, and European dealers usu- 
ally avoid taking too aggressive a position 
without some indication or lead from the 
U.S. money markets. 

On the whole. Eurodollar desposit rates 
opened slightly easier by as much as Va per- 
cent in the shorter tenors to take the one- 
week rale to 15 V« percent from IS Vi per- 
cent and the one-year down to IS - 16 
percent from 16 ^4 percent levels early last 
week. 

Tbe money markets were worried that 
the Federal Reserve Board would start to 
push down its prime lending rate so soon 
after the release of tbe new lower range 
bands for tbe prime rate of between 10-15 
percent from 12 - 17 percent ranges. 

In tbe bullion markets gold and silver 
prices opened at a steady levels In what was 
described as dull and direct ionaless trading. 
The volatile Middle East situation had some 
minor effect, but bullion prices were still 
awaiting to see how U.S. interest rates 
would react this week before some signific- 
ant changes would occur. 

On Monday gold traded at $3 1 5.80 levels 


in London, while silver was firmer at $6.04 
at one stage before stabilizing at $5.98 
levels. For a bullion market that had been 
accustomed to wide fluctuations, this price 
stability was a relief to tbe market. 

In tbe local exchanges, spot riyal/doUar 
rates opened at 3.4400-05 levels but some 
moderate activity pushed rates up to 
3.4405-10 levels by tbe close of business. 
Tbe money markets were more active, 
especially in the short to medium tenors 
with the one-month JIBOR rate quoted at 

1 4 V4 - 14 V4 percent- down V4 percent over 
Thursday closing levels. Tbe longer periods 
were also down at 14 Vb - 15 percent from 

15 Vb percent levels on Thursday. 

The week-fixed rate was quoted at 13 

- 14 Vz percent but traded at 14 percent 
levels with demand for this tenors coming 
both from local institutions as well as the 
Bahraini based OBUs offshore banking 
units. 

In tbe European exchanges, the German 
mark continued to surprisinlgy weak at 
2.4720 levels, down from Friday's 2.4680 
levels. The French franc held its ground at 
6.8570 while the Swiss franc lost some 100 
points to trade at 2.1055 from 2.0930 
levels. Tbe British pound was stranger at 
1.7350 levels despite the British railways 
strike, but the Bank of England stepped in 
Monday to support sterling. The Italian lire 
was also slightly firmer at 1 388 levels, com- 
pared with last Thursday's 1395-1400 
levels. 


Spain tightens vice on Libya 


MADRID, July 5 (AFP) — Spain has 
stopped paying for imports from Libya from 
June 30 in an attempt to persuade the 
authorities in Tripoli 10 settle $130 million in 
outstanding debts to Spanish firms, reliable 
sources said here Monday. 

The suspension of payments almost wholly 
concerns oil and natural gas purchases made 
from Libya during the preceding three 
months, the sources said. 

Spanish Secretary of State for Trade Agus- 
tin Hidalgo de la Quintana described the mat- 
ter as "delicate”, but stressed that Madrid 
bad not gone as far as to freeze the Libyan 
central bank's acepunt with the Spanish cen- 
tral bank. 

Faced with Tripolfs refusal at the begin- 
ning of this year to senle its debts, the Spanish 
government suspended oil Imports from 
Libya for a month. Spain imported a daily 
average of 55.000 barrels of Libyan crude in 
1981. 

Under an agreement signed in February. 
Libya agreed to settle its debts within a 
month, while Spain agreed to Import 50,000 
baneU of Libyan oil a day. According to the 
source, Tripoli paid $37 million at the begin- 
ning of June, corresponding to the value of 
imports from Spain since the beginning of this 
yearv .. .. > . 


But Libya seemed reticent about settling 
its debts for last year's purchases, estimated 
at $130 million, the sources said. They said 
tbe authorities in Tripoli believe some of 
these bills relate to ''thoughtless” purchases. 
They had, for e.xample. ordered five million 
pairs of shoes and tens of thousands of blank- 
ets. 

The delays in payment could also be due to 
bureaucratic problems inside Libya and a cer- 
tain amount of political instability, the 
sources said. 

Figures for trade between Spain and Libya 
show a considerable imbalance in favor of the 
North African state. 

Last year, only 30 percent of Spain's 
imports from Libya were covered by exports. 
The Libyan central bank's account with the 
Spanish central bank is also currently show- 
ing a positive balance of more than S232 
million. 

Official circles pointed out that Spain's oil 
bill worked out at $50 million a month, and 
that the Libyan debt could be wiped out by 
tbe current measure in less than three 
months. 

Some 5101 million of Libya’s $130 million 
debt to Spain correspond 10 imported goods. 
The remainder concerns civil engineering 
contrectL." 


Vatican cold shoulders bank probe 


ROME, July 3 (R) — Tbe Vatican Bank 
has apparently declined to help government 
commissioners probing its links with the late 
financier Roberto Calvi's Banco 
Ambrosiano, the Italian press has reported. 

Quoting well-informed sources, the 
respected Turin Daily La Statapa and the 
financial daily II Globo described a meeting 
between the commissioners and Archbishop 
Paui Maicinkus. head of the Vatican Bank. 
Istiluto Per le Opere di Religione (lOR) as 
’wholly negative' and 'difficult.' 

The meeting took place Friday in an 
atmosphere of political criticism as Italian 
Treasury Minister Beniamino Andreatta told 
parliament the government expected lOR to 
take full responsibility for its deals with 
Ambrosiano. 

A Vatican spokesman refused to make any 
comment on tbe report Sunday. Asked if the 
Vatican would make a statement in the future 
he replied “we shall see. We are not 
prophets.” 

The Vatican has maintained total silence 
about 10R'.s links with Ambrosiano ever 
since CaKTs body was found hanging from a 
bridge in London last month. lOR is the Calvi 
bank's fourth largest shareholder. 

Andreatta sent the commissioners to take 
over at Ambrosiano after a financial crisis 
which has spilled over into a Byzantine politi- 
cal scandal here. The crisis was created after 
lOR refused to take responsibility for some

ATHENS, (AFP) — A strike by 35,000 
Greek bank employees Monday entered its 
sixth week. The staffs want a collective 
agreement with a single pay scale applying to 
all banks. As a result of tbe strike domestic 
and international trade is hampered. Many 
workers have not received their June wages, 
and trades people are experiencing liquidity 
problems. 

SINGAPORE, (AFP) — An electronics 
team back from Cameroon, Gabon. Ivory 
Coast, Nigeria and Senegal said here that vast 
potential exists in West Africa for the sale of 
Singapore's electronic consumer durables. 
Items likely to succeed include T.V. sets, 
radios, cassettes and tapes. There is a big 
market also for trawler engines and fishing 
equipmenL refrigerators and canned food, 
the team found.

Rossi’s ‘trick’ shatters Brazilian dreams 


BARCELONA, July 5 (R) - halian 
center-forward Paolo Rossi ripped apart the 
World Cup form book Monday with a bril- 
liant burst of scoring that put fovorhes Bra 2 i! 
out of the finals. 

Rossi, who returned to action only last 
April after a two-year suspension for his 
alkged involvenjem in a betting scandal, 
scored all three goals in Italy's nerve- tingling 
3'2 win over the three-time champions. It 
was a result that sent the Italians through to a 
semifinal meeting with Poland in Barcelona’s 
.Nou Camp Stadium on Thursday and, almost 
unthinkably, sent the Brazilians home empty 
handed. 

Brazil, the most exciting team in the world 
and needing only a draw to qualify, were 
widely regarded as certainties. Rossi, whii the 
invaluable assistance of a dithering Brazilian 
defence, ignored that script. Three appalling 
defensive errors presented Rossi wHh pft 
goals in the'^fth, 25th and 74th minutes. 

BraziT s shooting also let them down and 
goals by Socrates and Falcao in the 1 2ih and 
68th minutes were all they had to show for a 
tapestry of dreamlike moves. The BrazUians 
appeared to take stage fright and quickly fell 
behind to a goal rhey should have never 
allowed.

Dejected Luis Menotti 
hunts for new pastures 


BARCELONA. Spain. July 5. (R) — 
Cesar Luis Menotti, for eight years the 
philosopher and fashioner of Argentine foot- 
ball. is at a crossroads. 

With the team he shaped into world 
champions in 1978 now eliminated from the 
finals in Spain, his work is over. It began with 
triumph but has ended in disappoimment, 
soured further by the failure of the team to lift 
a nation in upheaval following the Falklaods 
conflict. 

For 43-year-old Menotti, whose lanky 
frame and flowing hair made him instantly 
lecognizable around the world, the outcome 
is doubly saddening. ** It is the end of a cycle 
of Argentine football, eight years of work 
which history will judge," he told a press 
conference. "It is sad it should end this way 
because you are left with just a vacuum.*' 

But characteristically, Menotti — his 
habitual cigarette never far from his lips ^ 
accepted full responsibility for Argentina' s 
failure to retain the Cup. 

•Choosing an analogy of war. as if uncon- 
sciously revealing his inner preoccupation 
over .Argentina's troubles, he said: “1 am not 
the general who hides at the back but the one 
who goes in first to die fighting alongside his 
men. 1 am the only person responsible for 
w hat has happened." 

The man nicknamed "El Flaco." (skinny) 
certainly has his critics, not least within the 
Argentine Football AssoelatjoD..i]e has ai^ 
upset his eouhiry'9 military 
carefully chosen but controversial statemehis 
in politics. 

For this reason, if np other^ be-wiUpoisign 
another contract and is. almost certain to. 
move to a foreign club, possibly Valencia of 
Spain. Analysing his failure in hisquiet unrnf- 


fled manner, Menotti said Argentina bad too 
little luck' and too 'many good opponents. 

He alsa blamed referees for failing to 
clamp- down on bard play — what he calls 
“ami-football' -r which prevented young 
Diego Maradona from unveiling bis reper- 
toire of talents. 

Menotti said it was too early for him to give, 
an assessment of his eight years' work. “ All I 
can say is ft has been a great experience work- 
ing with tbe players.** The players them- 
selves, most facing an end to their iniena- 
tiooal careers, feel tbe failure as deeply as 
tbefr manager. "It will take Argentina a long 
time to get a group of players like this and a 
manager like Menotti,’* one player said. 

But captain Daniel Passarella, hailed by 
Menotti as Argentina's best player of tbe 
finals, was more optimistic. Just as we took 
over &om players who seemed irreplaceable, 
so .a new generation will take over from us, ” 
be said. The disintegration of a team which 
for .four years carried the title of champions 
was finally symbolized by their departure 
from Spain. 

The' sqoad which had arrived united was 
split as only some o^als and players packed 
tbeitbags for Buenos Aires. Others stayed on 
in Spain or headed for other countries, 
among them was Meodtti, his exact desrina- 
tion-. undecided ^but bis.. departure from 
Argentina assured. - -

WIMBLEDON, England. July 5 (AP) — 
Jimmy Connors said all his matches with John 
McEnroe are "life or death" matters, and 
Wimbledon's electric, fatiguing 1982 men's 
final was no exception. 

*‘ When we meet, neither one will roll over 
and play dead," said the 29-year-old 
reformed bad boy of tbe game. “ If s kill or be 
killed. The match wasn't over until he missed 
that last balT' . 

Connors leaped high in the air. his arms 
raised like a conquering hero after his victory, 
while the packed center court crowd gave him 
a ringing ovation. Old-timers said it was the 
greatest ovation accorded to a new champion 
since 1 954 when J aroslav Drobny, tbe Czech 
defector, won the title at age 32 after years of 
trying. 

Tbe match lasted 4 hours and 14 minutes, 
marked with highs and lows but never lacking 
in excitement and raw drama. Connors, who 
had been an unpopular champion in 1974 
when he crushed Australia's popular Ken 
Rosewall in three quick sers, was a heavy 
sentimental favorite. 

Connors recalled that a doublefault cost 
him the final match in 1977 when be lost to 
Bjorn Borg, who chose not to play Wimble- 
don this year. “I had come back that time 
from 0-4 to 4-4 and then I blew it," he said. “ 1 


Denton gives McEnroe a dressing down 


LONDON, July 5 (Agencies) — John 
McEnioe nearly came to blows with another 
player during a heated argumem in tbe men s 
dressing room shortly after scoring a narrow 
victory in Saturday's men's doubles semifinal 
at the Wimbledon Tennis Championships, it 
was learned Monday. 

The "incident" followed a dispute during 
tbe doubles match in which Sieve Denton 
( U.S.) and Kevin Curren of South Africa 
accused title-holders McEnroe and compat- 
riot Peter Fleming of deliberately "stalling" 
at crucial jsoints in the match. McEnroe 
wasted time arguing a b'ne-caU with tbe 
umpire and Denton took him to task over this 
in the changing rooms after the match. 

According to those present the argument 
became heated and the players nearly came 
Co blows. Cunen said: "It could have got 
quite nasty. Steve was ready to hit out but 
McEnroe appeared to pull back. It w*as a 
violent argument. “Somebody stood up to 
him at last. Steve told him what he tbouebl of 
him. It is about time someone did." 

“He was stalling. He is always stalling and 
holds up the match at crucial points. He does 
it on purpose," Curren added. 

Either way, McEnroe was a three-way 
loser Sunday. For after losing his singles 


crown to Connors, be and Fleming lost their 
doubles title id Peter Mcnamara and Paul 
McNamee of Ausfralia. 

Wimbledon's new 'trouble shooter* 
responsible for player liaison, Teddy Tinling, 
stressed the point “Blows were not 
exchanged." 

"Young lions are.allowed to have a snarl at 
each otber. We were all outside tbe door 
waiting for the blood to seep out from under- 
neath," he joked. He said there bad been no 
need to intervene. It was just a natural byp- 
roduct of the youthful competitive spirit. I am 
all for anyone standing up for their feelings.'* 
said Tinling, a former player and now a 
womens tennis fashion designer. 

Australians Peter McNamara and Paul 
McNamee beat the American duo, John 
McEnroe and Peter Fleming 6-3, 6-2 to 
regain tbe crown they won in 1980.

(Ivan) Lendl. (Guillermo) Vilas and (Jose- 
Luis) Gere gain in tbe lankings by not play- 
ing tournameois." 

“That's crazy. I think if you want to be No. 
1 you have to stay in there and grind it out." 

Meanwhile the 1982 championship saw tbe 
men's and women's singles champions 
dethroned. Both Jimmy Connors and Mar- 
tina Navratilova triumphed over McEnroe 
and Chris Lloyd id a touroament where rain 
proved a more stubborn challenger than any 
of the players. 

Rain cut into the schedule on ail but two of 
the 13 days play, but against all the odds the 
organizers were able to finish all but one of 
the events on time.

Take a case like this one. 
The to six spades is not

But when dummy comes 
down, your chances — at least 
supeiiticially — plummet con- 
siderably. West probably has 
the king of elute for ite bid 
and this indicates two likely 
club losers. 

Situations like this demand 
specif attention. There’s not 
much sense in banking 
everything on a club finesse, 
so yon look for another method 
of play that avoids the finesse. 

In line with this, you win the 
heart lead with the ace, 
discarding a club, and ruff a 
heart After drawing trunks 
you ruff another heart. Now a 
diamond to the king and a dia- 
mond to the ace are followed 
by a diamond ruff in dummy. 
Ilus sets the stage for a loser- 
on-loser play. You lead the ten 
of hearts and on it discard the 
seven of clubs! 

West wins, but has no safe 
return. He must lead a club to 
your AQ or return a heart, 
permitting you to shed the 
queen of dubs as you ruff in 
dummy. Either way, the slam 
is in the bag. The power of 
West's king of clubs is 
neutralized by the loser-on- 
loser play.

Indochinese conference today 

Viets may announce 
Cambodia pullout 


BANGKOK. July 5 (Agencies) — Foreign 
ministers of Conuminisi-niled Laos. Cam- 
bodia and Vietnam will meet Tuesday in Ho 
Chi Minfa City, the Phnom Penh News 
Agency announced Monday. 

Western observers here have speculated 
that the conference might announce a partial 
■withdrawal of ^^etnamese forces b'om Cam- 
bodia. A sizable group of journalists working 
for Western media are currently in Ho Chi 
Mtnh City, formerly called Saigon, at the invi- 
tation of die Vietnamese government 

Observers here say the three Indochinese 
governments not only want to get the mes- 
sage of the conference across but hope to 
distract some of the media attention on the 
current visit to Thailand by Prince Norodom 
Sihanouk. The prince plans to enter western 
Cambodia, protobly Wednesday, to formaOy 
set up a three-party coalition government 
which has vowed to fight the Vietnamese- 


Fresh riots 
break out 
in S.Africa 


JOHANNESBURG. July S (Agencies) — 
Rioting broke out in South Africa's gold mines 
again early Monday when about 1 2.000 black 
miners refused to go underground and began 
stoning cars and bufidings at Gold Fields 
Kloof gold mine near Westonaria outside 
Johannesburg. 

A large detachment of riot ^lice has been 
sent to the scene to assist mine offidak in 
controlling the unrest a police spokesman 
said. 

The South African Press Assodation 
quoted mining union sources as confirming 
n industrydum that the violence apparently 
was triggered by the awarding of hij^er pay 
raises to underground workers than surface 
workers. Underground woricers at the two 
mines, controlled by the Gold Fields of South 
A^ca gronp. got 22 percent pay hikes com- 
pared with 1 1 percent for their colleagues. 

It also was believed that recent mine acd- 
dents. induding an explosion that claimed six 
lives at Grootvlei on June 1 7. might have 
been a factor. 

Meanwhile, the dwindlmg force of white 
miners totaling about 20.000 compared with 
450,000 blaclu. was to take a strike vote 
Wednesday after rejecting a pay raise offer of 
9 percent They were demanding 1 5 percent 

Mhung houses have warned the whites 
against a strike, noting that the gold price was 
at its lowest level in more than two years and 
that some layoffs had already begun. The last 
•strike by white miners, in 1979, failed to 
achieve its goals. The indu^ has been grv- 
ing blacks larger pay raises in recent years to 
narrow the stiD-large diqiarity in pay given to 
whites.

The unilateral pullout of some of Viet- 
nam’s estimated 180.000 soldiers in Cam- 
bodia. expected to be announced Wednes- 
day. was seen here as a ’'goodwilT' gesture by 
the three Communist-ruled countries toward 
the Don-Communist Association of ^uth- 
east Asian Nations (ASEAN), the sources 
said. 

The withdrawal would be ratified by an 
accord between Hanoi and the Phnom Penh 
goverment of Heng Samrin. instaOed with the 
help of Vietnamese forces in January 1979. 
the sources said. It was not known bow many 
troops would be involved. 

Foreign .^Ministers Pboune Sipaseuth of 
Laos and Hun Sen of Cambodia arrived in Ifo 
Chi Minh City Monday for the conference, 
the sixth since January 1 980. The gathering 
was to be hosted by Vietnamese Foreign Minis- 
gterNg^o Co Thach. Although expected 
for weeks. Vietnam officially announced the 
date for the regular biannual session only 
Monday, on the eve of the meeting. 

Officials here described the sessions as 
‘^ordinary." but the fact that some 30 foreign 
journalists have been invited further indi- 
cated the likelihood of a new development on 
the Cambodian issue. 

Details on the probable Indochinese prop- 
osals to solve regnal problems were scant 
here. But difdomats in Hanoi said they could 
be linked to the dispute over the Cambodian 
seat at the United Nations. The seat has been 
held by the ousted Khmer Rouge regime 
under the baimer of Democratic Kampuchea, 
which is now the maotie of a tripartite coali- 
tion linking the Khmer Rouge with two 
non-Communist anti- Vietnamese resistance 
movements. 

Up to now. Phnom Penh and Hanoi have 
ruled out a U.N.<sponsored settlement in 
Cambodia because of its “support” for the 
Khmer Rouge regime generally held respons- 
ible for hundred of thousands of deaths dui> 
iog its rule 1 975-79. 

However. Thach said in Hanoi recently 
that the vacant Cambodian seat at the United 
Nations would pravide a “more serene cli- 
mate” in which the world body could play a 
role. HU deputy. Vo Dong Giang. went so far 
as_to say: “If the United Nations changes, 
we'll change.” 


Threat of military solution persists 

Israel faces dilemma over west Beirut 


TEL AVIV, July 5 (R) — Israel faces a 
major political dilemma over whether to 
send its forces into west Beirut. 

The Israeli government has said it wants 
to eradicate the influence of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization (FLO) from 
Lebanon and has announced it is giving dip- 
lomacy a little more time. But the threat of a 
milita^ solution bangs heavy over the 
negotiating table. 

The dilemma facing the Israeli cabinet is 
that, if its tanks and artillery now ringing an 
estimated 6.000 FLO commandos in the 
besieged Lebanese capital launch frontal 
assault, the operation will probably result in 
a civilian blo^bath that would cause revul- 
sion in the rest of the world. And the death 
of the commandos, guns blazing, would be 
Che material for the myths that could enable 
a new PLO to rise from the ashes. 

The commandos would be able to argue 
that they took on the Israeli army sin^e- 
handed and fought it in the longest war the 
Arabs have fought against Israel since 
1948. 


Israeli Defense Minister Ariel Sharon 
said Friday that, should the Israeli army 
resort to force to expel the commandos, the 
operation could be handled without diffi- 
cultv. Bui the danger for the Israelis is that 
the PLO could make big polhical capital 
from a military defeat, and paint the Jewish 
state as a butcher. 

If, on the other hand. Israel aflows dip- 
lomatic negotiations to take their course, it 
could mean an Israeli military presence in 
Lebanon for much longer than originally 
bargained for. And the PLO may well be 
assisted by the gradually mounting interaa- 
tional pressure on Israel to gain concessions 
from the Jewish state, diplomatic sources 


say 


Up to now the Israeli cabinet has 
remained adamant that all PLO groups, 
whether political or military, should leave 
Lebanon completely. Premier Menahem 
Begin has said Lebanon could become the 
second Arab^state after Egypt to make 
peace with Israel. 

The stated aim of the Lebanon invasion 
was to rid Israel of the PLO as a force from 


its northern borders. But the longer negoti- 
ations drag on, the moteh'kely that pressure 
from countries like Egypt and France, 
which say they want to secure a Palestmao 
retreat whb honor,- could lead Israel down 
unforeseen diplomatic avenues. 

Egypt, for example, is known to be seek- 
ing concesrions from Israel over autonomy 
for the Faleriiniaxis of the occupied West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. 

A direct militaicy defeat for the PLO, 
however, could give rise to the sort of inter- 
national commando activity that Israel says 
it wants to stamp but. Such events occurred 
after Israels victory in the 1967 Middle 
East war and after the FLO's expulsion 
from Jordan' in the “Blade September” of 
1970. 

Istaers*'PeaM Now'' Movement, which 
held a mass rally to protest against the war 
Saturday, believes Israel has now got itself 
into a trap by suzronnding Beirut. “Either 
way we lose,” said one peace campaigner. 
“ If we puU back, the FLO claims a victo.ry, if 
we go in we look like barbarians.” . j 


Reshuffled Greek cabinet sworn in 


ATHENS. July 5 (R) — The Greek 
cabinet, reshuffled over the weekend to deal 
with pressing economic problems, was sworn 
in before President Constantine Karamaniis 
Monday before bolding its first meeting. 

'' Prime Minister Andreas Papandreou has 
. said the main task of the new cabinet will be 
to solve problems such as an inflation rate of 
over 20 percent lack of investment and 
unemployment. The reshuffle is the first 
major government change since Papan- 
dreou's Panhellenic Socialist Movement 
(PASOK) won by a landslide in last 
October’s elections. 

Seven newcomers were bronght into the 
cabinet, four minis ters dropped altogether 
and four transferred to other portfolios in the 
new government. 

Id what political comraentatois hailed as 
the most simiificant change, rwo senior fig- 
ures from Greece’s state-controlled banks, 
both seen as moderates from outside the 
PASOK executive bureau, were named to 
top economic posts. 


Central Bank Governor Gerassimos 
Arsenis will bead the newly formed Ministry 
of the National Economy, while Dimitrios 
Koulourianos. governor of the Industrial 
Development Bank, is to be minister of 
finance. 

Papandreou has concentrated on such fore- 
ign policy issues as Greece's relations with 
NATO and the European Community for 
much of his nine months in power. But in 
annoandDg the changes, he said: “Economic 
problems need firmer handling and this will 
be one of the first tasks of the PASOK gov- 
ernment in its new form.” 

In foreign policy Papandreou has sought 
new arrangements with the Commom hto- 
ket that would protect Greece's fledgling 
industry and backward agricultore. and 
looked for a new way to cooperate with 
NATO Co protect Greece from what Athens 
sees as a threat from Turkey. 

Officials of several Western countries here, 
say they are pleased with the good relation- 
ship ttey have been able to form with the 


Socialist government de^ite its election on 
an anti-NATO. anti-Europe platform. But 
on the economic front, potenti^ investors at 
home andabroad say they have been alarmed 
govenxment plages ~ so far largely 
nnimplemented — to bring key sectors of 
industry under state «mtrol. 


The Paris-based Organization for 
Economic Cooperation and Development 
(OECD) says investment in the economy win 
Can for the second yearrunning in 1982. Offi- 
cial sources say (he govenimenfs other 
econonuc worries include inflation, numing 
persistently at over 20 percent, and unemp- 
loyment v^di has been negligible in recent 
Greek history but is now put by official 
sources at four percent of (he non- 
agricultuxal work force. 

In otiier changes, George Manghakis. head 
of the National Bank, becomes justice minis- 
ter and another banker. Commercial Bank 
Governor Coostanane ^Tiatsos, will be under- 
recrefeiy at the National Bifonomy Minisby.

Seychelles jury 
says raider guilty 


VICTORIA. Seychelles, July 5 (AFP) — 
South Africa intelligence agent Martin 
Dolinebek was Monday found guflty of aiding 
and abetting persons unknown to levy war 
against the ^ychelles witii the object of over- 
tluowiog the govemment The South African 
was convicted by unanimons decision of a 
nine-member jury. 

Dolfinchek, 42. had been on trial since 
June 1 6 for his role in the Nov. 25 mercenary 
invasion of the Seychelles. He faces a posable 
death penalty along with four other accused 
who have pleaded guilt to the same chaige: 
Bernard C^y. Jeremiah Puren, Roger Eng- 
land and Aubrey Brooks. 


LONDON, July 5 (R) — Ghanaian bead of 
state Jerry Rawlings said Monday the bodies 
of three judges kidnapped last week have 
been found on the Accra Plains, Accra radio 
reported. The radio, monitored by the British 
Broadcasting Corporation in London, 
quoted Flight Lt. Rawlings as saying that the 
body of a retired officer was found with them. 

In a recorded statement broadcast Mon- 
day, Rawlings spoke of enemies who had 
“recently intensified their preparation for an 
assault on the Provisional National Defense 
Coundl (PNDC).” RawUngs, chairman of 
the ruling seven-man PNDC was quoted as 
saying: “ During the past week we have had to 
put our military forces on the alert in order to 
crush any possible attack.” 

He said the “enemies' bad adopted terror- 
ist tactics “in order to create an atmosphere 
of fear and panic among the population.” The 
three judges, identified as Cecilia Koranteng 
Addoh', F.P. Qsarkodee, and K.T. 
Agyepong. were abducted from their Accra 
homes last Wednesday by an unidentified 
armed group. 

Rawlings said in his statement be was told 
on Saturday about the discovery of the 
bodies. 

“Every effort is being made by a special 
high-powered investigatioD team to trace the 
criminals who perpetrated this horrible act... 
At this critical time, I wish to emphasize the 
great importance of unity among our peo- 
ple,” Rawlings said. 


LUANDA. Angola. July 5 (AP) — An 
American envoy arrived here this weekend 
for talks with officials of the guerrilla move- 
ment fighting for the independence of 
Southwest Africa, also known as Namibia. 
African diplomatic sources said. 

Robert Cabelly. a special assistant to Ches- 
ter Crocker, assistant secretary of state for 
African Affeirs was scheduled to meet with 
Hidipo Hamutenya. a member of the South- 
west Africa Peoples Oigai^tion (SWAPO) 
central commitee. they said Sunday. 

There was speculation in the Angolan capi- 
tal that the State Department official came to 
reassure SWAPO leaders about recent South 
African statements linking Namibian inde- 
pendence with a pullout of Cuban troops 
from Angola. 


Last week, Hamutenya charged that both 
South Africa and the United States were 
jeopardizing a Namibian settlement it by insist- 
ing on tying it to a Cuban withdrawal A U.S. 
spokesman in Washington later denied there 
was any linka^. 

Cabelly’s trip to Luan^ which had not 
been announced in advance, precedes a 
resumption of Namibian negotiations Tues- 
day ‘in New York, Western diplomatic 
sources said. 

Id recent weeks. Western sources said a 
Namibia settlement was possible this summer 
with acceptance of a proposed Aug. 1 5 cease- 
fire between SWAPO and South Africa, 
which has administered the diamond-rich 
territory since 1920. 

It was not known whether Cabelly also 


would be meeting Angolan officials to discuss 
the process of nononliring U.S.-Angolan 
relations. 

The U.S. State Department has said that 
there can be no formal diplomatic ties until an 
estimated 15,000 Cnbaa troops leave this 
Marxist African comtry. However. Washing- 
ton has maintained officially that this issue is 
separate from matters under negotiation in 
connection to a Namibia settlemenL 

The Cubans have been in Angola since 
1975 when they helped buttress the ruling 
w<»kers party, tiie MFLA, following inde- 
pendence from Portugal.

Spain’s NATO entry worries Paris Ghotbzadeh trial 


LISBON, July 3 (R) — French Defense 
Minister Charles Hernu says Spain's recent 
entry into NATO will cause problems of 
command and coordination for France and 
Portugal wbich should not be underesti- 
mated. 


Hernu, speaking at a dinner in his honor 
here Sunday night, said Portugal and France 
faced “ difficulties that should not be underes- 
timated though each is of a different nature.” 
He said Spain's membership had repercus- 
sions on Portugafs position in NATO, par- 
ticularly in relation to the distribution of 
lesponsibilhies within the alliance's overall 
command structure. 

Portugal which houses the headquarters of 
NATO's Iberian Atlantic Command, has 
expressed fears that the entry of its neighbor 


win diminish its own importance and wants 
Spain to be integrated into a different Euro- 
pean command. 

Hernu said Spaitfs entry caused delicate 
problems of coordination for France which 
istead of being on the west side of the Central 
European theater, will become sandwiched 
between Spain and West Germany.

Politicians said invdved in Delhi land-grab scandal 


NEW DELHI, July 3 (Depthnews) — 
Operation Land grab. This is how the latest 
polftfcal scandal that hit the Indian capital 
has been described. It involves the taking 
over of public land in New Delhi by prop- 
erty developers reportedly in connivance 
with tanking politicians and government 
officials. 

Official estimates are that 1,000 acres of 
public land worth $70 million have been 
virtually taken over before the scandal was 
exposed. Even Housing Minister B.N. 
Shigb, a confidant of Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi, admits that the problem is serious. 
“Encroachment on government land and 
unauthorized construction have increased 
tremendously and we must stop this at any 
cost,” he said. 

An “ovemrght” milUooaire who profited 
much from the scandal described the opera- 
tioa thus: “If s a prettyrimple job. Just get a 
piece of land which the Delhi Municipal 
Corporation may have forgotten to put on 
the map. Or, even if it is on the map, just 
ignore h. Then subdivide the land and sell It 
to individual buyers at prices ranging from 
$3,000 to $10,000." 

Critics cite three examples of land grab- 
bing, perpetrated by the influential and the 


unscrupulous. The first involved public land 
tight in front of the district courthouse in 
Delhi. Within a week, a commercial com- 
plex housing 70 shops was built on the gov- 
ernment lot. The developer sold each shop 
to interested parties for $2,000. And 
reports indicated that neither tbe police nor 
Delhi officials took any notice of the new 
complex. “They acted as if h didn't exist,” 
critics said. 

The second involved tbe son of a ranking 
raembei of parliament belonging to tbe rul- 
ing Congress (I) Party. It appeared that the 
MPs son was given an agency to seD cook- 
ing gas cylinders. He built his showroom 
and store on 1,000 square meters of gov- 
ernment land with no questions asked. 

In the third case, a property developer, 
allegedly backed by influential politidans, 
seized a 10-acre mango orchard in “old 
Delhr* and immediately bufll 100 bouses. 
The developer reportedly netted $7 miUion 
from the deal and the Delhi Government 
received nothing. 

In all these instances, the Delhi 
Development Authority (DDA) appears to 
be helpless. A senior DDA official told 
Depthnews: “ We have a strange situation 
where the government has to establish its

ownership of the land while tbe 
occupant sits back and smiles.” 

A Western diplomat bas described tbe' 
scandal as being similar to allowing land 
grabbers to take over the Central Park in 
New York without anybody lifting a hand to 
stop it. 

^tween 1980 and May ibis year, the 
government has taken legal action on 272 
land.grabbing cases brought to its attention, 
according to official statistics. 

But the prestigious weekly, Judle Todt^, 
disputes these figures, claiming that the 
number of cases is more than 130,000. 
Deputy Housing Minister B.M. Mohanti 
told pazliament when asked on the scandal: 
“Each ase has its own history. In som6 
cases, big personalhies are involved. Fm 
sure there are certain elements wbich stand 
in our way. They are not only individually 
powerful but they also have the support of 
certain political parties.” 

Political parties do intervene in an inter- 
esting way. If the DDA tries to stop the 
construction of a building or demolish 
property built on government land, political 
demonstrations are held in front of the 
DDA offices. At the same time, telegrams 
are sent to senior cabinet members, 


demanding action against the “unjusf' 
DDA of&ials. When and if necessary, 
demonstrators even start a hunger strike m 
front of the Prime Minister’s office. 

A harassed DDA official describes the 
utter helplessness of the agency in the land 
grabbing cases, “ifs a vicious cycle,” he 
complained. “An action wbich is illegal 
right from the start suddenly becomes legal 
If you demolish an illegal construction, you 
are hauled up both tty the judidary and 
political authorities.” 
in fact, DDA itself has been denounced 
being instrumental for tbe dramatic

increase in real estate prices in Delhi. Land 
prices have zoomed up by almost 500 per- 
cent, forcing some diplomats to stay hi 
botels. 

A three-bedroom house in one of Delhi’s 
fashionable districts now fetches about 
$2,000 a month in lenl.^ive years ago, tbe 
same property could be. rented for $1,000. 


A senior Asian diplomat told 
Depthnews: “Tbe only alternative left for 
ns is to negotiate purchase of land and start 
building our own housing complex. But it’s 
a tedious process. It takes reveral years for 
such a boDsmg complex to materiatize.” >

SANTO DOMINGO. Dominican 
Republic, July 5 (Agencies) — President 
Antonio Guzman's fiag-draped casket lay- 
overnight in an ornate National Palace room 
overlooking the Caribbean, awaiting a frm- 
eral Monday in.the nation’s second city, San- 
tiago, some 120 miles north of here. 

Guzman, 71, died early Sunday, shot in the 
fece by accident from bis own pistol when it 
Sell to the floor in a bathroom at the National 
Palace, according to Guzman's caretaker 
successor as president , Jacobo Majluta. 

Jose Maria Hernandez, administrative sec- . 
retary at the presidency, said that Guzman 
had apparently dropped bis own gun while in 
a bathroom adjoining bis office hi the ptea- 
dential palace. 

Hernandez, who was in the office at tbe 
time along with Defense Minister Maiio 
Imbert McGregor and other military offi- 
cials, added “the president bad entered tbe 
bathroom and apparently bis revolver fell to 
the ground.” Gen. McGregor said earlier tbai 
tbe president had died after an accident ia 
which a boflet penetrated his right cheek. 

Hernandez said tbe president bad been ia 
good spirits and bad been discussing admlois- . 
tiative matters before tbe incident. Guzman, 
a wealthy landowner and businessman » 
power since 1978, bad also made telephone 
calls to King Juan Carlos of Spain and Pres- - 
dent Jose Lopez Portillo of Mexico that lugfat, 
he added without disclosing the reason foi 
tbe communications.
